October 14.

Cruz Sheriff’s spokesman 
Sergeant Joseph Hemingway 
told the Bay Area Reporter.

Court Agrees Jordan 
Was Right To Fire Lumpkin

U.S. District Court Judge Fern 
Smith ruled on Friday, November 
18 that Mayor Frank Jordan had 
the right to fire the Reverend 
Eugene Lumpkin for his contro¬ 


versial anti-gay comments last 
year. 

Jordan booted Lumpkin from the San 
Francisco Human Rights Commission in 
August 1993, after months of controversy 
involving the Baptist minister’s anti-gay 
sentiments. 


Lumpkin sued the mayor earlier this 
year, charging that his termination was ille¬ 
gal and a violation of his constitutional 
First Amendment rights. 

The controversy began during last year’s 
Gay Pride Week, after Lumpkin said that 
he believed that homosexuality is “an

AIDS 
Epidemic 
Growth Slows 

Even So, “It’s Not a 
Reason To Declare Victory”

WASHINGTON - The annual growth 
of the AIDS epidemic in the United States 
slowed last year to the lowest levels since 
tracking of the disease began in 1981, 
federal health officials said Thursday, 
November 17. 

The number of newly diagnosed cases grew by 
three percent from 1992 to 1993, compared with a 
growth of approximately ten percent in 1990, about 
20 percent in the late 1980s, and 150 percent in the 
early and mid-1980s.

The 7-3 decision of the full court 
reversed an appeals court panel that 
ordered the Navy to commission Joseph 
Steffan, who was kicked out of the Naval 
Academy in 1987 for admitting that he is 
homosexual.

‘Joey Stefano’ Dead of

The gay pom star known as Joey Stefano was 
found dead in Los Angeles of an apparent drug 
overdose early Tuesday, the Bay Area Reporter 
learned at press time. 

The well known Stefano, 26, had recently 
done several movies and videos for Catalina 
Productions. 

A spokesman for Catalina confirmed Stefano’s 
death, and said his true name was Nicholas 
Iacona, and that he was bom in 1968. 

Medical investigators in Los Angeles County 
confirmed that Iacona died of a drug overdose, 
apparently in Hollywood, but they declined to 
release more specific information.

There’s Strength in Diversity, 
And Here’s Diversity in Action

Although violence and strife sometimes erupt 
in San Francisco’s urban neighborhoods, the city 
is well-known for its great tolerance and diversity. 

And although the city is justly proud that so 
many of its citizens have learned how to get along 
with others who are different from themselves in 
terms of sexual orientation, race, age, gender, 
class and ability, there are many more who are still 
learning. 

Toward that end, criminal justice professionals 
and community organizers got together here 
Monday and Tuesday, November 21 and 22, to 
exchange ideas and views at a statewide confer¬ 
ence on multiculturalism. 

The first-time conference at the Miyako Hotel, 
billed as “Multiculturalism in the ’90s - A 
Different Look at Diversity,” featured panelists 
and speakers who discussed steps California resi¬ 
dents can take toward reconciling divisions based 
on differences. 

Several members of the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity participated in a workshop that dealt with 
the criminal justice system and the politics of gen¬ 
der and orientation, including Lester Olmstead- 
Rose, executive director of Community United 
Against Violence (CUAV), and Kiki Whitlock, a 
bisexual Filipina-American post-operative male to 
female transsexual, transgender program coordi¬ 
nator at Asian AIDS project, and chair of the 
Transgender Task Force of the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission advocating for anti- 
discrimination legislation for transgender people. 
Other participants included Lani Ka’ahumanu, a 
longtime civil rights activist who currently serves 
on the Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual Transgender 
Committee to the San Francisco Civil Rights 
Commission and is co-chair of the Bay Area 
Bisexual Network, a member of the Asian Pacific 
Lesbian/Bisexual Network, a published writer and 
poet, and an HIV educator; and Officer Sally 
DeHaven, who has been a member of the San 
Francisco Police Department for almost 15 years 
and has worked patrol, served on the pickpocket 
detail on the municipal transit system, acted as a 
decoy for pickpockets in the Street Crimes unit, 
and served as gay community liaison at Mission

Station. 

A groundbreaking film on race relations in 
America - as seen through the eyes of eight men 
of various ethnicities - The Color Fear, produced 
by Berkeley resident Lee Mun Wah, was followed 
by a workshop conducted by the filmmaker on 
developing a truly multicultural society. 

The Conference was funded by the 
California State Office of Criminal Justice 
Planning and was co-sponsored by the office of 
San Francisco Mayor Frank Jordan, the San

Come to the Cabaret, Old Chums, 
Come and Help Fight the Epidemic

It appears that everything’s definitely up to date 
in Foster City. 

With what may be the first venture of its kind 
in the nation for a Chamber of Commerce group - 
and with a positive attitude of doing something 
helpful for the community - the Foster City 
Chamber of Commerce is giving the San Mateo 
County AIDS Program a significant boost. 

One of the members of the Foster City 
Chamber of Commerce AIDS Education 
Committee is the Hillbarn Theatre, which will co¬ 
host a special performance of the musical Cabaret 
to raise money for the San Mateo County AIDS 
program. 

Cast members are putting on the special per¬ 
formance as their contribution in a three-way 
cooperative community effort. 

Dina Goetz, administrative assistant at the 
Foster City Chamber, said the chamber was anx¬ 
ious to “add to the knowledge” about AIDS, and 
chamber board members hoped to help defeat dis¬ 
crimination against HIV positive people by unin¬ 
formed persons. 

The Foster City Chamber is one of the very few 
Chambers of Commerce in the nation to have an 
AIDS Education Committee. 

The special performance of the musical is 
scheduled for Thursday, December 1, which is 
World AIDS Day. 

The Hillbarn Theatre is located at 1285 East 
Hillsdale Boulevard in Foster City. Cabaret, in 
case anyone is unfamiliar with it, is based on 
the writings of openly gay author Christopher 
Isherwood, and tells of his journeys to Berlin 
just before the advent of World War II. 

The benefit gets underway at 6:30 p.m. with 


wine and cheese, and the curtain rises at 7:30 p.m. 

Ticket costs vary with $75 onstage Cabaret 
seating, $50 for preferred seating, and $25 for 
general seating. Those holding $50 and $75 
tickets are invited to meet the cast after the per¬ 
formance for a private party in the Green Room. 

A section of the NAMES Project AIDS Quilt 
will be on dis¬ 
play at the 
theater that 
night, Goetz 
said. Each 
piece of the 
quilt section 
was made by 
a Foster City 
resident. 

The San 
Mateo Coun¬ 
ty AIDS Pro¬ 
gram is the 
only multi¬ 
service AIDS 
agency in that 
county. 

Founded in 
1985, the 
agency includes the only comprehensive AIDS 
clinic in the county, a client drop-in center, a com¬ 
munity-based prevention program, and AIDS edu¬ 
cation services for youth. 

During the past year, over 900 persons 
were served with health and social services 
and over 37,000 individuals were reached 
with prevention services. The AIDS pro¬ 
gram is committed to maintaining adminis¬ 
trative costs at ten percent or less of bud¬ 
get. ▼

Wellcome Mat Rolled 
Out for Two Bay Area Men

A University of California 
San Francisco Center For AIDS 
Prevention Studies researcher 
and a member of the board of 
directors for Project Inform are 
among the new members of the 
controversial Burroughs 
Wellcome HIV Community 
Advisory Board. Ron Stall, 
Ph.D., MPH, of CAPS, and 
Project Inform board director 
Joel Thomas will join five 
returning members and three 
additional new members when 
the board reconvenes in 1995. 

“We’re extremely fortunate 
to add such dedicated and tal¬ 
ented individuals to our HIV 
Community Advisory Board,” 
said Fred Gregg, a Burroughs 
Wellcome spokesman. 

“We look forward to work¬ 
ing with them in continuing our 
development of programs that 
truly have impact on the lives of 
people affected by HIV dis¬ 
ease.” 

AZT maker Burroughs 
Wellcome created the multi¬ 
ethnic board in 1990, and says it 
frequently uses the board’s rec¬ 


ommendations in the develop¬ 
ment of education and HIV 
community activities. Even so, 
some AIDS activists have 
charged that it was only trying 
to buy the group’s silence over 
price gouging, AZT patent 
rights, and clinical trials issues. 

Following angry charges by 
AIDS activists that the drug 
company was profiteering on 
the sales of AZT, the firm 
reduced the price of the drug 
and developed initiatives to 
help cash-strapped people with 
AIDS access the company’s 
pharmaceuticals. 

Since 1987, Burroughs 
Wellcome has contributed more 
than $10 million to national and 
community-based organizations 
that provide HIV-related ser¬ 
vices and programs. 

Stall told the Bay Area 
Reporter that a key area of 
interest during his two-year 
tenure on the HIV Community 
Advisory Board will be the 
development of resources for 
HIV seropositive men who are 
not accessing care for their ill¬ 
ness. 

“A lot of seropositive men 


aren’t getting any care at all,” he 
told the Bay Area Reporter, 
“and about 40 percent of all gay 
men don’t know their sero-sta- 
tus. 

“Of the men who are 
seropositive, a third aren’t 
accessing any care at all,” Stall 
said, because they have no 
ongoing relationship with 
physicians, t-cells aren’t moni¬ 
tored, and they fail to receive 
prophylaxis for diseases such as 
PCP or toxoplasmosis. 

And, even though some peo¬ 
ple with HIV firmly believe that 
AZT is poison. Stall said, that 
should not mean they do noth¬ 
ing to care for their health. 

“I hope that BW can start 
developing campaigns more 
like the Living with HIV cam¬ 
paign, with specific compo¬ 
nents that say, ‘Here are your 
options, here are ways to talk to 
your physician, here’s how to 
deal with depression.’ That’s 
my interest,” Stall said. 

Danny Jenkins of Los 
Angeles and Marie St. Cyr and 
Pablo Colon, D.P.M., both of 
New York City, were also 
appointed to the board. T

Next February’s Art and 
Orchids 1995 black tie and auc¬ 
tion to benefit FreeWheelers 
Association, Inc., providers of 
“Day on the Town” outings for 
PWAs and other people in 
wheelchairs, has already moved 
past the planning stages and is 
getting down to the nitty-gritty 
of donation collection. 

Currently, Art and Orchids 
organizers are soliciting art¬ 
work to auction at the event as a 
way of raising funds for the 
FreeWheelers. The non-profit 
community service agency 
serves the special needs of peo¬ 
ple in the Bay Area who are 
dependent upon wheelchairs 
because of permanent physical 
disabilities. 

The organization is very les¬ 
bian and gay friendly, and its 
openly gay executive director, 
Ron Sommer, “guesstimated” 
for the B.A.R. that about 20 per¬ 
cent of its clients are gay or les¬ 
bian. The organization also pro¬ 
vides direct service to Coming 
Home Hospice, he said. 
However, he made it clear, sex¬ 
ual orientation is “totally irrele¬ 
vant” to FreeWheelers, and 
there is no way of knowing for 
sure the exact number of gay 
and lesbian people served. 

“Our program was founded 
17 years ago and exists solely to 
enhance the physical, mental, 
and social welfare of people in 
our community who are wheel¬ 
chair dependent, breaking their 
isolation by providing them 
with ‘Days on the Town’ reha¬ 
bilitative outings. FreeWheelers 
furnishes everything necessary 
- transportation, expenses, com¬ 
panions, and organizational 
resources - to accompany 
guests beyond the walls of their 


confinement to participate in 
and enjoy the Bay Area and sur¬ 
rounding county communities,” 
event co-chair Ann Alvarez said. 

According to Alvarez, there 
are at least 7,000 people in San 
Francisco - some in convales¬ 
cent hospitals, some in inner- 
city hotels, and some at home - 
who could use the services 
offered by Free Wheelers. 

The November 25 fundraiser 
will be held at the Neiman 
Marcus Rotunda on Union 
Square in the city, and will fea¬ 


ture “exquisite” food, Sommer 
said. It will also include an open 
bar, for those who drink, he 
added. Tickets are priced at $130 
each, but in an effort to encourage 
a younger crowd to attend the 
annual event, persons under 35 
can buy two tickets for $150. V

A big improvement for 
America’s deaf lesbians and 
gays is in store in January, when 
Coming Together Newsletter 
goes magazine-style. 

The new and totally 
revamped CTN Magazine will 
go to press in January, 1995, 
according to Dragonsani 
Renteria, its editor. 

After a year of reorganizing 
and planning, Renteria told the 
B.A.R., CTN Magazine will go 
from a 12-page newsletter to a 
32-page magazine, filled with 
pictures and news about what 
deaf lesbians and gays are 
doing throughout the country. 


“We will be keeping our 
name and simply changing the 
‘N’ from ‘newsletter’ to 
‘news,’” Renteria said, and CTN 
will be published on a quarterly 
basis, instead of bimonthly.

Hundreds of practicing 
physicians from across the 
nation are expected here next 
month for a three-day sympo¬ 
sium on the clinical care of 
AIDS patients, hosted for the 
fifth year by UC San 
Francisco.

San Francisco General 
Hospital Medical Center and 
UCSF spokeswomen Carol 
Fox and Alice Trinkl said the 
conference will focus on practi¬ 
cal issues in managing the care 
of patients infected with HIV at 
all stages of the disease. 

UCSF faculty who are lead¬ 
ers in AIDS research and 
patient care will serve as pro¬ 
gram faculty, as well as col¬ 
leagues from around the U.S., 
Trinkl said in a statement 
announcing the conference. 

The symposium is intended 
for practicing physicians, 
including family practitioners,

Objectives are to make the 
practicing physician aware of 
current issues in the diagnosis 
and treatment of HIV and its 
related diseases, to provide a 
better understanding of the 
possible strategies in caring for 
patients, to investigate some of 
the ethical, legal, social and 
political issues related to AIDS 
patients, and to review the 
appropriate use of antiretrovi¬ 
rals, Trinkl explained. 

Some of the topics to be 
addressed include current 
trends in the epidemiology of 
HIV, guidelines and initial 
work-up of the infected 
patient, gender-specific issues 
in HIV, current strategies of 
antiretroviral therapy, 

endocrine dysfunction and 
wasting in AIDS, psychologi¬ 
cal support for the HIV-infect¬ 
ed patient, and dealing with 
alternative therapies for HIV, 
Trinkl said. 

Workshops will be offered 
on what’s new in HIV vac¬ 
cines, health care worker 
exposure and infection case 


studies, practical management 
of obstetrical and pediatric 
AIDS, and caring for HIV 
patients in the private sector - 
HMOs and fee-for-service. 

Among the doctors speaking 
will be John D. Stansell on car¬ 
ing for terminally ill HIV infect¬ 
ed persons; Philip C. Hopewell 
on tuberculosis and HIV; John 
P. Cello on AIDS associated 
gastrointestinal disease; and 
Harry Hollander on guidelines 
and initial work-up for the 
infected patient; among many 
others. 

The program is presented 
by the Department of 
Medicine and the AIDS 
Program at San Francisco 
General Hospital, under the 
direction of Merle Sande, 
M.D., and Paul Volberding, 
M.D., Trinkl said. 

The symposium is sponsored 
by the Office of Continuing 
Medical Education, UCSF 
School of Medicine. T

deputies were called to a log¬ 
ging route near Highway 9 
and Skyline Boulevard when 
a forestry worker noticed that 
Bolema’s black 1988 
Mustang had not been moved 
in the week following its ini¬ 
tial discovery there. 

An investigation of the 
area near the car turned up 
personal items and effects 
belonging to Bolema. 

Although the area was 
technically in San Mateo 
County, Santa Cruz County 
officials conducted an inten¬ 
sive foot and horseback 
search and rescue of the 
rugged terrain near the car, 
Hemingway said. Canine 
units and a National Guard 
helicopter were also used. 

“A lot of effort went into 
the search. Foul play is a def¬ 
inite possibility,” Hem-ing- 
way said. 

There were no signs of 
struggle or violence in the 
area. 

According to Hemingway, 
the Santa Cruz Sheriff’s 
Department is closing its 
active investigation of the 
case and sending the infor¬ 
mation to San Mateo County 
for follow-up or further 
search. 

“We’ve done all we can 
down here,” Hemingway 
said. “If he’s up there, it’s 
further from the vehicle than 
the area searched.” 

Hemingway said that the 
search and rescue was of a 
500-yard perimeter of “very 
rugged terrain.” 

Because Bolema was 
known to visit several South 
of Market area gay bars on 
trips to San Francisco, 
posters have been distributed 
in the area. T

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A Double Whiplash 


T his issue of the B.A.R. is hitting the streets a day early, 
to allow our presspersons and distributors to have a 
Thanksgiving holiday. Because of the change, it covers 
three significant days of observence: the Milk March, 
Thanksgiving, and World AIDS Day. The juxtaposition 
of a day of giving thanks with the commemorations of 
AIDS and violence, two epidemics that take the lives of 
so many gays, creates a double whiplash of shifting 
emotions. Still, it’s probably a good thing for our sani¬ 
ty that it’s there. 

This way, at least, we are compelled to stop and 
reflect on the many good things we have here in San 
Francisco, USA, Planet Earth this November. We have 
a city government that, more often than not, stands up 
for the human rights of its inhabitants and others, for 
which we are grateful. Moreover, we have an electorate 
that supported qualified lesbian and gay candidates in 
the last election, giving our board of supervisors the 
greatest concentration of homosexual lawmakers it has 
yet seen, and we’re very grateful about that. 

Plus we’re grateful that Sheila James Kuehl suc¬ 
ceeded in her bid to be our state’s first gay or lesbian 
Assembly person and is already attending sessions and 
getting to know her way around Sacramento. 

On a national level, we’re glad that the FBI added a 
killer of gay men, Gary Ray Bowles, to its Ten Most 
Wanted list last Friday, and extremely gratified that it 
caught him so quickly.

CUAV: We’re Here All Year Long

e all wish, as columnist Michael Botkin must, that there 
were a community agency that could stop all anti-les- 
bian/gay violence. No one feels that more acutely than 
those of us at CUAV who are on the front-lines of this 
violence. We know that what we do lessens the violence 
facing our community. 

No matter what our best efforts are, though, the vio¬ 
lence will continue for the foreseeable future. While 
CUAV works with the community to prevent violence, 
we also provide “first aid” to individuals who have been 
victimized in attacks. While we have not yet ended hate 
violence, we have accomplished a tremendous amount: 

• Our Speakers Bureau made presentations to over 
6,000 young people last year, breaking down anti-gay 
stereotypes in San Francisco high schools and, for the 
first time, in half the public middle schools. Since 50 
percent of anti-lesbian/gay assailants are youth, this is 
the best place to be if we are to stop bashings. 

• Our hate violence advocates - 25 volunteers on the 
crisis line and one full time staff person - talk with 400 
victims of anti-lesbian/gay violence every year. Some 
require very limited help. Others need advocacy with 
the police or the District Attorney, or they need help 
finding post-trauma counseling or legal representation. 
Our 24-hour crisis line (415/333-HELP) is a saving link 
for many of the hundreds who call year-round. 

While I cannot speak directly to Mr. Botkin’s expe¬ 
rience using our crisis line I can speak confidently to the 
community that we train our volunteers to work with 
callers to identify their most immediate needs (i.e., safe¬ 
ty), and then to help identify what the caller wants and 
to act as advocates for our clients. If Mr. Botkin did not 
need counseling after his incident, I cannot imagine that 
any harm was done by recommending it. It is common 
that people do need counseling after experiencing vio¬ 
lence and it is often good advice for our counselors to 
recommend that they seek help. 

• Our Gay Men’s Domestic Violence program helped 
300 men last year who were in violent relationships. We 
helped them get restraining orders against abusive part¬ 
ners, helped them develop a plan for personal safety, or 
find a place to stay (there are no shelters for abused men). 

Working with five other agencies, we run a one-of-a- 


kind lesbian/gay/bisexual/questioning-youth job train¬ 
ing program - providing onsite training in a gay-friend¬ 
ly environment for young people who will be running 
our agencies in the future. The collaborative agencies 
have trained 50 in the first year of the program. We have 
continued to distribute hundreds of whistles annually, 
compiled and released statistics on hate violence, begun 
intensive one-day self-defense seminars (at a competi¬ 
tive cost - we subsidize the program from other funds). 

CUAV is seeking to expand the work we do. Our top 
program priorities are to create specific outreach to les¬ 
bians - through funding a lesbian community organizer 
and beginning a lesbian domestic violence program in 
collaboration with WOMAN, Inc. and the Asian 
Women’s Shelter - and to hire a community organizer 
to improve our prevention efforts, response to incidents, 
and public information activities. 

There is no doubt that safety monitoring at 
Halloween this year did not take place the way we want¬ 
ed or planned. We are working aggressively with the 
Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence and others involved to 
understand what went wrong and what needs to be 
fixed. However, CUAV is here 365 days a year, and 
should be judged on our total efforts - not just on what 
happened one year on one (very important) night. 
We’ve successfully provided volunteer monitors for a 
dozen years now, and the experience at Halloween this 
year is a wake-up call for us to re-evaluate, again, what 
works and doesn’t work at this extremely difficult 
event. 

CUAV continues to encourage the community to call 
us if you are attacked - by a stranger or a loved one. Our 
services are available 24-hours a day at 415/333-HELP. 
We welcome, as always, thoughtful community input 
into our efforts. We also continue to make our financial 
records open to the public. 

We also encourage anyone who wants to volunteer to 
contact us - we put volunteers to work as speakers, cri¬ 
sis line volunteers, office workers, and, yes, safety mon¬ 
itors. ▼

Kudos for JACL 

[The following letter was sent to Denny 
Yasuhara, President, Japanese American Citizens 
League.] 

At its regular meeting held November 10, the 
Human Rights Commission voted unanimously to 
commend the Japanese American Citizens League 
for its recent stand in favor of the right of same-sex 
couples to marry. 

This was an historic, courageous decision, and 
the Commission is aware of the painful struggle 
that led to the resolution. The JACL has shown 
compassion, understanding, and above all, leader¬ 
ship in moving the civil rights agenda forward in 
this country. Our Commission has worked for 
many years to achieve and protect the rights of les¬ 
bians, gay men, and bisexuals, and we have recog¬ 
nized the inability to legally marry as an example 
of discrimination against that community. 

In 1989, the Commission held a public hearing 
to investigate discrimination against alternative 
families, especially domestic partners. We have 
been a significant player in the achievement of 
domestic partner benefits for San Franciscans, but 
we recognize that those benefits are limited, and 
that same-sex couples are severely disadvantaged 
by our present marriage laws. 

The JACL’s resolution in favor of same-sex 
marriage, along with Representative Mineta’s stir¬ 
ring words supporting the resolution, have made a 
significant contribution in the struggle for human 
rights for all San Franciscans and, indeed, for all 
Americans. Further, the JACL’s action recognized 
the presence and contributions of lesbian, gay, and 
bisexual Japanese-Americans, which helps destroy 
the myth that all lesbians, gay men, and bisexuals 
are white. 

Again, thank you for your leadership and exam¬ 
ple for all of us who are working for a discrimina¬ 
tion-free America.

Mixing with Mixner

Pepper, You’re Going Undercover... 

As a regular reader of the Bay Area Reporter 
and columnist, Mr. Michael C. Botkin, I have a few 
comments about his Queer Watch column of 
November 10 entitled “Too Scary.” 

The option of carrying Pepper Spray or Mace is 
still available to the law-abiding public. Part of the 
reason Pepper Spray was removed from the pet 
stores was to prevent kids from purchasing the 
spray. As of March 1, 1994 you must take a 
Department of Justice recognized course to legally 
carry Pepper Spray. If your current license was 
obtained before March 1, 1994 for Mace only, you 
must take the additional training to purchase OC 
Pepper Spray. Possessing tear gas weapons, such 
as a canister for personal defense without a license, 
is a crime which can be a misdemeanor that can 
lead to jail or fines. 

As far as automatic rifles, the California Penal 
Code specifically makes it illegal to carry a loaded 
firearm on one’s person or in a vehicle while in any 
public place, on any public street, or in any place 
where it is unlawful to discharge a firearm 
(12031(a)PC). To obtain a firearm for home or 
business, you must take the California Department 
of Justice Basic Firearms Safety Test with a pass¬ 
ing grade. Following this there is a 15 day waiting 
period between purchase and delivery of almost all 
firearms in California. 

After reading Mr. Botkin’s column, I believe 
every person who cares about his personal well¬ 
being should take the Mace/Pepper Training held 
at Fort Mason Center by the Security Training 
Institute. They can be reached at 433-1123 to 
check out their schedule of classes. In my opinion, 
OC Pepper Spray is the best defense. Short cours¬ 
es in hand to hand defense can be helpful, but 
unless you are willing to devote thousands of hours 
to Martial Arts training, you must look to more 
immediate solutions to an immediate problem on 
our streets. 

As Conference Moderator of the Gay Self 
Defense Conference on STUDS BBS, San 
Francisco, I am pleased to say there is a growing 
interest in self-protection and the many options 
available. But let’s not just think about protecting 
ourselves. Whistles may have worked ten years 
ago, but today we must become more conscious of 
our surroundings and prepare to defend ourselves.

Remember the Monitors 

I've just read the November 10 issue and I find 
the commentary “Too Scary” not completely cor¬ 
rect. I don't know what Safety Team Mr. Botkin 
was on or the event(s) he worked, I assume he has 
been a volunteer, but his impression of Safety is a 
bit off. 

I've been a Safety Monitor, and of late a team 
leader, for CUAV for about seven years. To my 
knowledge, no one associated with SAFETY has 
ever used the word “security” to identify us - and 
if someone should refer to us as security, they are 
quickly corrected. 

It has been my experience that “safety” is to pre¬ 
vent situations from taking place, through preven¬ 
tive means: we confiscate items that could cause 
physical injury, keep suspicious acting people 
under observation, escort trouble makers out of the 
area, perform crowd control during medical and 
other situations, act as human barricades, stop ille¬ 
gal activities, and do a number of other minor tasks. 

Being a safety monitor is pretty much a thank¬ 
less job: the hours are very long, you’re on your 
feet most of the time, you miss most of the event 
because you’re busy watching the crowd, a good 
percentage of the public may not cooperate with 
you, beer cans may be thrown at you, and of course 
there will be some complaints. 

I volunteer not to boss people around -1 don't think 
I've done that - but to meet new people, help someone 
from time to time, and make sure that people have a 
safe time. The pay-off is when someone does notice 
that in a very discreet way you headed off a situation, 
preventing someone at some point from being injured, 
and says thank you; then I've earned my T-shirt. 

These are my feelings and are not an official 
stand of CUAV and/or SAFETY. 

As for the protest, for my part, it was not a 
protest. There were just not a sufficient number of 
volunteer safety monitors to make our presence of 
any value, considering the ratio of team members 
and number of teams to the number of spectators, 
as well as the area to be covered. There was also 
the consideration of the team members, should a 
situation get out of control. 

In closing: if safety is going to be there, people 
have to volunteer to do it.

Counting Our Blessings 


t he national gay and 
lesbian community 
actually made some 
fairly impressive gains 
November 8 that will go far in 
helping elect future homosexual 
office seekers. Though some 
Republicans attempted to make 
the sexuality of gay and lesbian 
candidates an issue (most 
notably in New York, where 
GOP leaders repeatedly referred 
to the lesbianism of Democratic 
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attorney general nominee Karen 
Burstein, and in Virginia where 
Ollie North viciously blasted 
gays), in most cases the sexuali¬ 
ty of gay and lesbian candidates 
did not become an issue. 

In fact, all gay/lesbian 
incumbents were re-elected, 
some newcomers won, and bal¬ 
lot measures opposing gay 
rights were defeated. More 
specifically, openly gay 
Democratic House members 
Gerry Studds and Barney Frank 
of Massachusetts won, and 
Representative Steve Gunderson 
(R) of Wisconsin, who now only 
admits to having a male com¬ 
panion but is expected to pub¬ 
licly announce his homosexuali¬ 
ty after the 104th Congress is 
sworn in in January, was also a 
victor. Gays were elected to 
state legislatures for the first 
time in California, Arizona, 
Missouri, and Oregon, and to 
judgeships in Los Angeles, 
Chicago, Miami, and San 
Diego. While we admittedly 
have a long way to go, the elec¬ 
tion two weeks ago boosted to 
113 the number of gays and les¬ 
bians who will soon be holding 
office. 

There might even be a glim¬ 
mer of hope in the new GOP- 
controlled Congress since 
Representative Gunderson is 
said to be close friends with 
House Speaker-designate Newt 
Gingrich, though it stretches the 
imagination somewhat to think 
that Gingrich would ever doing 
anything for gays and lesbians. 
We’ll have to wait and see. 

The highest-profile losses for 
our community, however, were 
in California, where Acting 
Secretary of State Tony Miller 
got edged out by less than 
35,000 votes in the GOP land¬ 
slide, and in New York, where 
Karen Burstein’s campaign got 
derailed thanks to the anti- 
Cuomo vote. It’s worth noting 
that both Miller and Burstein are 
thought to be likely candidates 
for future office. 

Despite the losses for the 
two, most political observers 
now agree that being gay or les¬ 


bian, in most cases, will not 
make a difference when quali¬ 
fied homosexuals are on the bal¬ 
lot, and it will only be a matter 
of time until our community 
does indeed elect statewide can¬ 
didates. 

Politics and people 

One bright spot in the 
November 8 election: the re- 
election of Senator Dianne 
Feinstein. There’s not a more 
hard-working, qualified, loyal 
member in the U.S. Senate, and 
though I am sometimes criti¬ 
cized for being too “pro-DiFi,” 
I’m delighted she made it. 
Besides, it goes a long way in 
proving that a U.S. Senate seat 
cannot be bought - not even for 
$30,000,000, Mr. H. 

Willie Brown - you can say

what you want about this guy - 
but he is, first of all, a San 
Franciscan who did very well 
for this city. Will he get the boot 
as speaker when the Assembly 
convenes December 5? 
Probably, since the GOP appar¬ 
ently has a one-vote plurality in 
that chamber, but don’t count 
Willie out just yet. The guy can 
wheel and deal with the best of 
them, and I wouldn’t be at all 
surprised if he talks a couple of 
Republican Assembly members 
into backing him. In two years 
when he is forced out by term 
limits, look for Willie to run for 
Milton Marks’s (also out 
because of term limits) state 
senate seat and very quickly 
become president of that body. 

Mike Housh, a longtime gay 
rights activist, will go to City 
Hall in January as administra¬ 
tive aide to newly elected 
Supervisor Tom Ammiano. 
(Good choice, Tom.) 

A national gay studies con¬ 
ference held last week at the 
University of Iowa in Iowa City 
drew over 1,000 participants, 
and was the first ever held in the 
Midwest. 


A lot of hard feelings beneath 
the political surface at the cam¬ 
paign Kathleen Brown put on 
(with the help, of course, of the 
“brilliant” Clint Reilly). She 
damn near sank the entire party 
ticket, and some Democratic 
strategists are now openly blam¬ 
ing her and her campaign for 
costing the party the loss of the 
Assembly and several statewide 
constitutional offices. As Rick 
Rosengarten’s highly regarded 
Calpeek newsletter put it this 
week, “When pundits in the 
future refer to the Browns, it 
will likely be the good, the bad, 
and the pathetic.” 

And re Mr. Reilly, one local 
Democratic wag commented, 
“If Clint Reilly were a real 
estate agent and handled a 
client’s money the way he han¬ 
dled the resources of Brown’s 
campaign, he would be sued and 
convicted for criminal malfea¬ 
sance - the guy should at least 
be tried for political malprac¬ 
tice.” 

One City Hall insider told me 
that both president-elect Kevin 
Shelley and runner-up Carole 
Migden are looking seriously at 
the two Assembly seats that 
Willie Brown and John Burton 
will be forced to give up in two 
years. 

Also at City Hall, the guess¬ 
ing game has started as to who 
Mayor Jordan will appoint to 
replace Katherine Feinstein on 
the Police Commission. 
Feinstein becomes the new boss 
at the Mayor’s Criminal Justice 
Council, and Jordan couldn’t 
have made a better selection. 

Both management and labor 
are praising the mayor for help¬ 
ing in the recent newspaper 
strike. One labor negotiator 
reportedly told the mayor that 
“your help made the settlement 
possible and we won’t forget.” 

The national media (N. Y. 
Times, Washington Post and 
Wall Street Journal) are all call¬ 
ing Pete Wilson a “leading con¬ 
tender” for the ’96 GOP presi¬ 
dential nomination, despite his 
insistence that he isn’t interest¬ 
ed. (Are you reading this, Gray 
Davis?) 

Incidentally, the governor’s 
chances won’t be hurt at all by 
the fact that the 1996 
Republican convention is head¬ 
ed for his home town of San 
Diego. 

Locally, seldom have I heard 
so many people advocating that 
the big Castro Halloween street 
party should be done away with. 
Last month’s fete was apparent¬ 
ly a disaster. “This is a powder 
keg waiting to blow. It gets more 
and more serious with each 
year,” one gay bar owner told 
me, despite the enormous profits 
(Continued on page 18)

Must-Read for the Marginalized

ired of lesbian fiction 
(my past counterbal¬ 
ance to academic theo¬ 
ry), I have been redis¬ 
covering a childhood reading 
passion: young adult fiction. 

As a young person, I 
devoured books that had char¬ 
acters my age. I read Louise 
Fitzhugh, Judy Blume, and 
countless other writers of 
young adult fiction. I was des¬ 
perate to know how to be in the 
world and, at the same time, to 
know that I wasn’t the only per¬ 
son unlike everyone else 
depicted in mass media. There 
was always something missing. 

It was difficult to find black 
girls in literature with important 
roles - let alone black girls 
experiencing the development 
of sexuality in the way that I 
was. It still isn’t a piece of cake, 
but there’s a young adult writer 
on the scene today whose work 
represents traditionally margin¬ 
alized people from the inside 
looking out. Her name is 
Jacqueline Woodson, and her 
work is a must-read for every¬ 
one. 

Woodson, an African- 
American lesbian, is taking on 
the world through her fiction. 
Her most recent book, / Hadn’t 
Meant to Tell You This 
(Delacorte Press, $14.95), tells 
a story that confronts issues of 
race, class, and sexual abuse 
head-on through the friendship 
of two girls. 

The main characters are 
Marie, a black girl of comfort¬ 
able means, and Lena, a poor 
white girl. Both live with their 
fathers, and Lena with her 
younger sister as well. Marie’s 
father neither touches nor 
shows any affection toward her, 
while Lena’s is way too affec¬ 
tionate - he is sexually abusive. 
The two girls become friends, 
despite discouragement from 
Marie’s friends and father, in 
the predominantly black Ohio 
town where they live. 

The writing in this novel 


comes alive with the first sen¬ 
tence. The interactions between 
the two girls and their attitudes, 
feelings and questions about the 
world drew me directly back to 
junior high, as if I were on a 
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leash. 

I was pulled back to a way of 
thinking I had all but forgotten. 
These girls were dealing with 
subjects not only without the 
language of adults but also 
without the jaded quality that so 
many “othered” people devel¬ 
op. Without these two things, 
the girls grow to love each other 
and are able to support each 
other both because of and in 
spite of their differences. 

New vision 

Each of Woodson’s five 
young adult novels published to 



date delves into complex issues 
and then begins to clarify them 
through the eyes of the young. 
She does not answer questions 
but asks them in a way that 
makes people think about the 
world with a new, rebalanced 
vision. 

For her art, Woodson has 


won the Kenyon Review Award 
for Literary Excellence in 
Fiction and two American 
Library Association awards. 
Her first adult novel will be 
released in March 1995. The 
novel, Autobiography of a 
Family Photo (Dutton, $17.95), 
is narrated by an unnamed 
black girl coming of age in the 
Brady BunchTV ietnam era. 

The chapters of this book are 
complete stories within them¬ 
selves that deal with the death 
of a sibling, the separation of 
the narrator’s parents, and the 
adolescent’s own budding sexu¬ 
ality. Simply by telling this 
girl’s story, Woodson gives 
other young girls someone with 
whom they can realistically 
identify. She also debunks the 
false notions perpetuated by 
preachers of “traditional family 
values” that families are, or at 
least should be, like the ubiqui¬ 
tous Bradys, with two parents, a 
maid, a dog, and a cat. 

Sometimes the narrator is 
intensely attracted to boys, and 
other times she feels the same 
way toward her girlfriends, with 
whom she kisses and explores 
sexual feelings. The way in 
which Woodson deals with 
these issues - with the honesty, 
frankness, and confusion of an 
adolescent girl and the insight 
of an adult - is unprecedented. 
It is high art and stark reality at 
the same time. 

Woodson has yet another 
book coming out next spring, 
From the Notes of Melanin Sun. 
This young adult novel 
(Scholastic Books) tells the 
story of an adolescent boy and 
his mother, who comes out as a 
lesbian. 

I am waiting for this one and 
the reactions to it with bated 
breath. I hope that you are now 
as well. 

Look for Jacqueline 
Woodson’s work in the young 
adult section of your favorite 
bookstore, if not for yourself, 
for your kid or niece or nephew. 
You won’t be disappointed and 
neither will they. ▼

George Wayne then asks this vapid follow-up: “How about 
tight end?” Howie Long, apparently taken aback by this 
inquiry, replies, “Well you’re diving into a whole new area.

SoCal Dyke Goes to Sacto— 

Kuehl Meets Her Colleagues

For years California lesbians and gays 
have been striving for a seat at the leg¬ 
islative table. And now, finally, when the 
new state Assembly convenes in January, 
open lesbian Sheila James Kuehl will 
take her place there - as an esteemed col¬ 
league, and a human face into which the 
radical right must look when complaining 
about the homosexual agenda. 

Eventually. 

Before that day comes, as the absentee 
ballots of the November 8 election gradu¬ 
ally settle the still-unresolved state races, 
Kuehl’s life as a newly-elected represen¬ 
tative mostly includes meetings and more 
meetings in Sacramento. It doesn’t sound 
too glamorous, because politics isn’t. The 
very day after the election, Kuehl told the 
B.A.R. in a November 20 interview, she 
flew to Sacramento to take part in a 
decidedly unglamorous lame-duck 
Assembly vote over whether to continue 
paying Capitol staffers until a budget is 
determined. Budget determination is a 
long way off, after which it must be allo¬ 
cated by the new Assembly Speaker, who 


will be chosen after absentee ballots 
determine those races. 

Thus, new members such as Kuehl are 
told not to hire anyone until they know 
their budgets - and to be prepared for 
small staffs. 

Kuehl says she could feel the “insta¬ 
bility of the Speakership” as Speaker 
Willie Brown, who has run the Assembly 
for 14 years, may find himself without his 
former power. Meanwhile, she said, the 
Republicans “were just ecstatic.” 

“And like ecstatic and angry people, 
they are full of themselves. Feeling their 
oats. Predicting victory and really sort of 
chortling in advance,” she observed. 

“I think it’s a lot of posturing.” 

Kuehl expects to pursue her legislative 
priorities in the area of domestic violence, 
family law, and child support. She is look¬ 
ing forward to working with newly-elect¬ 
ed Superintendent of Schools Delaine 
Eastin to secure funding for education, 
and intends to work with the Natural 
Resources committee and the Clean Air 
Coalition to focus on environmental 
issues important to her own district, which 
includes the Santa Monica Mountains and 


a large chuck of the coast line. Also of 
particular interest are the new technology 
industries that are springing up - many 
starting with small businesses in her San 
Fernando Valley district. 

Kuehl doesn’t expect her colleagues - 
other than “overt 
homophobes who 
might have trouble 
shaking hands with 
me” - to be any¬ 
thing but cordial to 
her. But then, she 
hasn’t met every¬ 
one yet - including 
the “New Turks” 
swept into office 
by the Republican 
tidal wave. And, 
she acknowledged, 
Shelia Kuehl “there are a num- 

_ ber of ultra right 

wingers in the 
Assembly who will very likely want to 
influence the larger agenda in the next 
two years.... It will be extremely difficult 
to get a Domestic Partnership Bill 
through the new Assembly.” 


Kuehl said that even Newt Gingrich, 
expected leader of the House of 
Representatives, has recently “tempered 
his original crowing” about getting his 
“Contract with America” agenda passed 
in the first 100 days. “Reality sets in very 
quickly,” she said. 

“You can’t just walk into power and 
walk your agenda through.” 

Nonetheless, Kuehl is on the march. 
Wherever she goes, she introduces herself 
and shakes hands with the mostly male 
colleagues with whom she will be work¬ 
ing next year. Some of them have been 
very helpful in return, she said. 

Fresno Republican State Senator Ken 
Maddy, for instance, sat across the aisle 
from Kuehl on the post-election flight. 
They discussed “the kinds of issues both 
parties are interested in, and how the bud¬ 
get is the one piece of legislation that 
takes up an enormous amount of time in 
the spring,” Kuehl recalled, and said he 
told her “how people work on things.” 

“Everybody is being very helpful,” she 
said with great appreciation, since incom¬ 
ing officials will not get an organized ori¬ 
entation until after they are sworn in. T

Gay Group To Meet 
To Discuss Prop 187

Gay and lesbian immigrants and their friends are working to pick 
up the pieces after the passage of Proposition 187 on November 8. 

The Lesbian and Gay Immigration and Asylum Rights Task Force 
is a somewhat new - but rapidly growing - organization, both in 
California and across the nation. 

The organization seeks to give support to lesbian and gay people 
who are in relationships where one of the individuals is a U. S. citi¬ 
zen and the other is not. If they were heterosexual they could marry 
and solve the problem, but no similar option exists for gay people 
under existing U.S. law; the establishment of a legal solution for gay 
men and lesbians is one of the group’s foremost goals. 

Gordon Scott, a member and spokesman for the group, said the 
next meeting is scheduled for Thursday, December 1, at 7 p.m. in 
Room 1213 of the Flood Building, located at 870 Market Street. 
Members will discuss the negative ramifications of Proposition 187 
on the gay and lesbian community and how to counteract it. 

Only a dozen people attended the group’s first San Francisco 
meeting in October, but the figure shot up to 45 at the November 
meeting, and more are anticipated in December. 

The organization originally began in New York, where it still has 
the largest chapter, said Shannon Minter, chair of the San Francisco 
group. Other similar organizations are active in Los Angeles, Seattle, 
and Washington, D. C., she told the B.A.R. 

She said the organization also tries to help lesbian and gay people 
from abroad who are in America and who are afraid to return to their 
homelands. ▼

NoCal Dyke Goes to Washington— 

Birch to Head HRCF

Elizabeth Birch will become the 
next executive director of the 
Human Rights Campaign Fund 
(HRCF), the largest gay and les¬ 
bian political organization in the 
world. She was chosen at the 
board of directors’ November 
19-20 meeting in Washington, 
and will take over in early 
January when Tim McFeeley 
steps down after more than five 
years at the helm. 

Birch, a 38-year-old attorney, 
will be leaving Apple Computer 
in Cupertino, where she has 
served as the company’s chief 
litigator. She was influential in 
the firm adopting domestic part¬ 
ner benefits and other policies 
sympathetic to gays. 

Her principal work within 
the lesbian and gay community 
was serving for six years on the 
board of directors of the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force (NGLTF), the last two as 
its co-chair. 

Don McCleary, the HRCF 
board member who headed up 
the search committee, did not 
return a phone call by deadline 
for this article. Nor was HRCF 
spokesman Gregory King able 
to identify another member of 
the committee authorized to 
speak on the record to discuss 
principal criteria in making the 
selection. 

Birch’s Record at NGLTF 

The past two years at NGLTF 
have seen a revolving door of 
leadership in the executive 
director’s office, a bingeing and 
purging of budget and staff, and 
several examples of question¬ 
able political judgment. It has 
led some to question Birch’s 
aptitude for this new job at 
HRCF. 

Birch was the patron who 
brought Torie Osborn in as 
executive director of NGLTF, 
starting a full three months after 
the former director left, leaving 
the organization without a 
leader during that time. 

In an interview last year 
Birch acknowledged that in 
September 1992 the board spent 
“a lot of time discussing the 
impact” of leaving the Task 
Force with an acting director for 
several months because of 
Osborn’s deferred starting date. 
She said that its impact “ended 
up being neutral to slightly neg¬ 
ative.” However, those discus¬ 
sions apparently focused solely 
upon internal administrative 
dynamics of the organization. 

There appears to have been 
little realization of, or consider¬ 
ation for the political timetable 
associated with a presidential 
election, especially one with the 
potential and later realization of 
a monumental change in presi¬ 
dential leadership. Considera¬ 
tion of those extraordinary polit¬ 
ical dynamics seems to have 
been inexplicably absent. 

A second example of ques¬ 
tionable political judgment was 
in scheduling the board strategic 
planning “retreat” for July 16- 
17, 1993 in California. The ses¬ 
sion was planned after Osborn 
arrived in Washington in mid- 
March. By that time President 
Clinton had long since made his 
temporary truce with oam Nunn 
on the military ban issue. The 
gay and lesbian community 
knew the truce would expire on 


July 15. The issue would come 
to a head about that time. 
Meanwhile the issue would 
dominate the community’s 
attention and consume our 
national organizations. 

Neither Osborn nor Birch 
seemed to have factored this 
into scheduling their West Coast 
“retreat.” When asked if anyone 
raised concerns that perhaps it 
was not the best weekend to 
schedule it, Birch said, “Well, 
no. But now that you mention it, 
you’re probably right.” 

It was as if a light bulb had 
flashed on in her head, then 
back off, as Birch continued, 
“But probably because you are 
sitting in D.C. and you probably 
thought, what a bizarre thing 
that they have their executive 
director out in San Francisco.”

her resignation after less than 
six months on the job. The 
September 1993 NGLTF 
board meeting was notable for 


three things: 

• Peri Jude Radecic was 
quickly named executive direc¬ 
tor. She resigned that position 
after nine months on the job. 

• The board created a 
“Campus Project” based in Los 
Angeles and hired Curtis 
Shepard to run it. The NGLTF 
press release did not mention 
that he had been hired without a 
job search, or that until being 
hired, Shepard had been 
Birch’s co-chair on the Task 
Force board. Subsequent antic¬ 
ipated funding and assistance 
for the program has not materi¬ 
alized. 

• The board adopted a $4.3 
million budget, the first pre¬ 
pared while Birch was co-chair. 
That budget was subsequently 
reduced, in three increments, to 
$2.6 million, a 40 percent reduc¬ 
tion in just 12 months. 
Significant program activities - 
Lesbian Health, Anti-Violence, 


Workplace Organizing, Sodomy 
Reform - were reduced or cur¬ 
tailed during the year, personnel 
were let go. 

The bylaws of NGLTF 
include term limitations and 
Birch would have had to step 
down from the board and as co¬ 
chair of NGLTF in September 
of this year. She resigned a few 
months early, reportedly to 
avoid any conflict of interest in 
applying for the job with 
HRCF. 

About the same time, proba¬ 
bly before Birch resigned, the 
NGLTF board decided to bring 
in Melinda Paras as acting 
deputy director. Many outside 
the organization saw Paras as a 
controversial figure because of 
her past political activities and 
because of her resignation from 
Shanti Project in San 
Francisco, after auditors raised 
questions about accounting 
irregularities. T

Ways To Mark 
World AIDS 
Day VII

World AIDS Day - so desig¬ 
nated by the World Health 
Organization in Geneva, 
Switzerland in 1988 - will be 
observed around the world again 
next Thursday, December 1. 

The day will be marked in a 
variety of ways in the Bay Area: 
by religious groups in tune with 
gay and lesbian concerns, by 
museums, universities, and 
institutes, and even with an offi¬ 
cial groundbreaking. 

“Every day is World AIDS 
Day to some extent,” says 
Reverend Jim Mitulski, senior 
pastor at Metropolitan 
Community Church (MCC) of 
San Francisco. But, he adds, it is 
important for diverse communi¬ 
ties to come together to mark 
the annual occasion. 

The MCC congregation at 
150 Eureka Street, serving the 
lesbian and gay Christian com¬ 
munity, will join with 
Congregation Sha’ar Zahav, a 
reform congregation with a spe¬ 
cial outreach to gay and lesbian 
Jews, to pray for healing and to 
remember loved ones at 7 p.m. 
in the MCC sanctuary December 
1. They will be joined by 
Bethany United Methodist 
Church, which welcomes gay 
and lesbian people. Also joining 
the unprecedented gathering in 
support of people with HIV and 
everyone affected by HIV will 
be the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations Northern 
California AIDS Committee, the 
AIDS project at Jewish Family 
and Children’s Services, and the 
Jewish Healing Center. 

“Prayers for healing and for 
remembrance are an essential 
dimension of our spirituality 
that is shared by Judaism and 
Christianity, and we are proud to 
come together on World AIDS 


Day,” said Rabbi Yoel Kahn of 
Congregation Sha’ar Zahav. 

The Lesbian and Gay Chorus 
of San Francisco will provide 
music. Candles will be lighted 
for the fifth night of Chanukah, 
and laying-on-of-hands prayer 
for anyone present desiring 
prayers of healing for mind, 
body, or spirit will be offered. 

“Our spirituality is one of the 
greatest assets we have in con¬ 
fronting HIV, and it enables us 
to bridge to each other as a sign 
of unity and strength,” said 
Mitulski. “True religion does 
not foster division.” 

A new photo exhibit, “AIDS 
and Mitzvot: A Jewish Response 
to AIDS,” will also be on dis¬ 
play at the interfaith ceremony. 

Kerry Enright, executive 
director for The AIDS 
Memorial Grove in Golden 
Gate Park, says after an 11 a.m. 
official groundbreaking, a crane 
will place a nine-ton, five-cubic- 
foot monolith Sierra granite 
boulder to mark the main 
entrance to the 15-acre site. 

Thanks mainly to dedicated vol¬ 
unteers who have labored on 
monthly workdays after a design 
plan for the Grove was approved in 
1992, the pastoral spirit of long- 
neglected de Laveaga Dell has been 
reclaimed. Now Enright describes 
the Grove as “much like the 
Vietnam Memorial in Washington, 
D.C. It is a living memorial to the 
thousands of Americans lost to 
AIDS” and to those living with the 
disease, and their families, friends, 
and caregivers. 

Becoming Visible: Art by 
Women Affected and Infected by 
HIV, a special exhibition, will 
open at the M. H. de Young 
Memorial Museum in Golden 
Gate Park. The exhibition may 
be seen from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m., 
in the museum’s Gallery 27 until 
December 11. It features works 
on paper, installation pieces, and 
the diaries of a performance 
artist who is now too ill to per¬ 
form, calling attention to the 
fastest growing and least-studied 
AIDS population group: women. 

“The language of art is a pow¬ 
erful vehicle for expressing the 
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experience of the AIDS pandem¬ 
ic, both for those who are HIV 
positive and for those who are 
intimately affected by it in other 
ways,” says Barbara Traisman, 
spokeswoman for The Fine Arts 
Museums of San Francisco. 

The exhibition is presented in 
conjunction with Day Without 
Art, an international response to 
the AIDS crisis on the part of 
over 5,000 arts institutions every 
year on December 1. 

UC San Francisco will mark 
the day by focusing on “AIDS 
and Families.” From noon to 1 
p.m. UCSF Assistant Clinical 
Professor Margaret Poscher, M.D., 
and Cindy Perlis, director of the 
UCSF/Mount Zion “Art for 
Recovery” program, will discuss 
the special needs of PWAs’ family 


members, the ways they are affect¬ 
ed, and programs that are designed 
to help patients and families. 

The free program will take 
place in Herbst Hall, at 
UCSF/Mount Zion Medical 
Center, located at 1600 
Divisadero Street. 

Later in the afternoon, from 
3:30 to 5, two AIDS quilts cre¬ 
ated by UCSF/Mount Zion 
employees to remember col¬ 
leagues who have died of AIDS 
will be dedicated in the 
UCSF/Mount Zion Lobby. 

The School of Healing Arts at 
the California Institute of 
Integral Studies in the city is also 
sponsoring a month-long display 
of some of the NAMES Project 
AIDS Memorial Quilt panels as 
part of the school’s special 1994- 


95 focus on AIDS Awareness. 
The full quilt now includes more 
than 28,000 individual memori¬ 
als, representing 13 percent of all 
U. S. AIDS deaths. 

In San Mateo County, Dr. A. 
Gene Copello, director of the AIDS 
program, said San Mateo County 
AIDS Program and AIDS inter¬ 
faith Ministry of San Mateo 
County would hold the annual 
AIDS Memorial Vigil at 5:30 p.m. 
at Westside Church of Christ, locat¬ 
ed at 603 Monte Diablo. All faiths 
are welcome, he said. 

In addition to the vigil, over 30 
places of worship in San Mateo 
County are participating in World 
AIDS Day by devoting some or all 
of their regular worship services to 
the needs of families living with 
HIV/AIDS. T 


Photo Essay Pinpoints Direct 
Action Healthcare Dangers

A planned photo exhibit about the ongoing nee¬ 
dle exchange efforts in Oakland will show the grit¬ 
ty realities of hands-on AIDS prevention, and the 
heart and spirit of volunteers behind it, when it 
opens Thursday, December 1. 

The exhibit documents every aspect of the work 
done by the Alameda County Exchange (ACE) a 
band of medical para-professionals who give clean 
needles to IV drug users, including how needles 
are collected and given out, arrests by the Oakland 
police, court hearings, HIV testing, and counsel¬ 
ing. Photographer Scott Braley and KPFA journal¬ 
ist Julie Light spent nine months on the streets of 
East and West Oakland with ACE, researching the 
vital yet persecuted volunteers. 

The show will run from December 1 through 
16, and January 17 through 30, at the William High 
Memorial Gallery at Laney College. Viewing 
hours are from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. Monday through 
Friday, and from 9:30 a.m. to 1:30 p.m. on 
Saturdays. Laney College is located at 900 Fallon 
Street in Oakland, adjacent to the Lake Merritt 
BART Station, and across from the Henry J. Kaiser 
Convention Center. An opening reception at the 
Laney College Photography Department is sched¬ 
uled from noon to 2 p.m. December 1. 

Braley, a freelance photographer, said that the 
project began as a collaborative effort with Light, 
who has been researching an article on the topic. 
The Laney College Photography Department then 
asked him to do the show. It will include an array of 
photos and interviews, including one with an HIV¬ 
positive recovering addict - who is now an AIDS 
counselor and needle exchange volunteer - and her 
daughter, who has organized a condom distribution 
program at the community college in Oakland. 

Braley said that it’s important for people to care 
about the spread of infection among IV drug users, 
but many times they don’t because of the preju¬ 
dices towards addicts. He told the B.A.R. that sev¬ 
eral charges against ACE workers are still pending 
through the district attorney’s office. 

Mike Shaw, director of Education and 
Prevention in the County’s Office on AIDS, said 
that needle exchange is an effective deterrent to 
infection through intravenous drug use. He dis-

agreed with criticisms that have kept the programs 
illegal in most states. “Studies have not shown that 
needle exchange encourages drug use. In fact, 
studies have shown just the opposite,” said Shaw. 

“The County Health Department is very sup¬ 
portive of that strategy towards assisting with the 
reduction of the spread of HIV,” he told the B.A.R. 
Oakland police have continued their arrests, 
because the exchange of syringes without a pre¬ 
scription is illegal. 

Shaw added that the county AIDS office is 
involved in a number of very important activities 
surrounding - but not directly involved in - needle 
exchange; they include referrals to drug treatment 
programs and the distribution of other materials 
like bleach, bottles, cotton swabs, and condoms. ▼

“It’s the smallest rate of 
growth we’ve reported from one 
year to another,” said Dr. John 
W. Ward, chief of the AIDS sur¬ 
veillance branch at the federal 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention in Atlanta. 

“That’s a cause for optimism, 
but it’s not a reason to declare 
victory. We’re still talking about 
a large epidemic,” Ward told 
United Press International. 

Continuing the trend from 
recent years, the fastest rate of 
growth of all AIDS cases result¬ 
ed from heterosexual contact. 


while the rate of growth result¬ 
ing from gay and bisexual con¬ 
tact dropped slightly, Ward said. 

From 1992 to 1993, the num¬ 
ber of AIDS cases resulting 
from heterosexual contact grew 
by 23 percent, to about 7,500 
cases. The number of AIDS 
cases among homosexual and 
bisexual men decreased one per¬ 
cent, resulting in about 30,300 
cases in 1993. 

The slower growth was a 
result of “multiple factors,” 
Ward said, including an aware¬ 
ness among the homosexual and 
bisexual population of unsafe 
sexual practices. 

Transmission, however, con¬ 
tinues among young gay men. 


he said, adding, “prevention 
programs remain very, very 
important.” 

Even though the growth of 
AIDS among homosexual and 
bisexual men has flattened. Ward 
noted, “They’re still the single 
largest group” infected with 
AIDS. “Although the epidemic is 
growing at a slower rate, we are 
still talking about a large epi¬ 
demic that has no sign of going 
away at the present time.” 

In 1993, 105,990 AIDS cases 
were reported: that is one quar¬ 
ter of all cases reported in the 
United States since reporting 
began in 1981. As of September 
1994, more than 424,000 cases 
were recorded by the CDC. ▼

ACT UP To Hold World AIDS 
Day Vigil at Pete Stark’s Office

ACT UP East Bay has sched¬ 
uled a vigil at Congressman 
Pete Stark’s Hayward office on 
Thursday, December 1 to 
protest Stark’s opposition to the 
AIDS Cure Act. 

John Iverson, of ACT UP East 
Bay and the AIDS Cure 
Coalition in Oakland, told the 
Bay Area Reporter the group has 
targeted Stark for the World 
AIDS Day protest because of the 
congressman’s refusal to join 21 
co-sponsors in a bill that would 
create a research institute dedi¬ 
cated to curing AIDS. Iverson 
said the program’s $350 million 
annual cost is a pittance com¬ 
pared to the billions already 
spent each year. 

Stark’s position, added 
Iverson, could have been affected 
by medical industry PAC dona¬ 
tions, a charge that Bill Vaughn, a 
legislative assistant in Stark’s 
Washington office, vehemently 
denied. “That is absolutely 
wrong and that is an outrageous 
statement,” he told the B.A.R. 

Vaughn acknowledged that 
Stark has received medical 
industry PAC funding, but 
denied it resulted in any special 
treatment. He emphasized that 
the office also received funding 
from the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund, and that Stark 
has been repeatedly endorsed by 
virtually every existent gay and 
lesbian rights organization. 

“That’s fine,” Iverson 
responded, “but they’re really 
treating AIDS as business as 
usual and not as an emergency.” 

Passage of the act, the spon-

sors of which include 
Representatives Ron Dellums 
(D-Oakland) and George Miller 
(D-Martinez), plus the Alameda 
County board of supervisors 
and the mayors of Berkeley and 
Oakland, is important, said 
Iverson, because progress 
against the disease through 
research at the National Institute 
of Health has been slow and is 
mired in conflicts of interest 
between doctors and the phar¬ 
maceutical industry. 

“The project would simply 
cast a wider net and test possible 
treatments which are 
unpatentable, unprofitable, held 
by smaller companies unable to 
come up with the $100 million 
necessary to go through the 
process or those shelved - 
topotecan by SmithKline and a 
TAT inhibitor/Trental combo by 
Roche,” Iverson wrote in a

The Congressmen’s ultimate 
vote, said Vaughn, is not set in 
stone. “We haven’t gone 
through the hearings yet, and 
it’s way too premature to draw 
that conclusion,” he said. 

However, Vaughn had plenty 
to say about the bill’s shortcom¬ 
ings: he pointed out the 
Congress that has just been 
elected will be targeting the 
National Institutes of Health for 
massive budget cuts, and sug¬ 
gested the AIDS community 
might better serve itself by lob¬ 
bying for an increased budget 
rather than for passage of the 
AIDS Cure Act, which would 
create a new bureaucracy. 

Iverson said the December 1 
vigil will begin at noon, at the 
comers of Foothill Boulevard 
and City Center Drive near 
Centennial Hall in downtown 
Hayward. The Reverend Lee 
Williamson, of the Wesley 
United Methodist Church in 
Hayward and president of the 
Ecumenical Peace Institute, will 
be a featured vigil speaker. At 
12:30 p.m. the delegation will 
proceed to Stark’s office, where 
a small group will attempt to 
meet with him about co-spon-

T hanks to Tenderloin 
Tessie, Thanksgiving 
doesn’t have to be a 
bleak occasion for 
those San Francis¬ 
cans who are short of 
family, short of friends, or just 
short of cash this time of year. 
Twenty years ago Tessie was 
best known for performing the 
drag show “Tenderloin Tessie 
and her 13 boys” at various gay 
bars in the city. Now the name is 
renowned because of her deter¬ 
mination to do something about 
the poor and the hungry in the 
“T.L.,” the 52-block area extend¬ 
ing from Powell Street to Van 
Ness and from Market Street to 
Post. Tessie - San Francisco’s 
Empress XV - liked to spread 
the cheer around and didn’t like 
to see people go hungry, espe¬ 
cially seniors, homeless people, 
and people with disabilities. 

Survival in the Tenderloin 
was already plenty tough in the 


1970s, and a decent dinner could 
not be taken for granted, even on 
Thanksgiving. Tessie started 
serving free Thanksgiving din¬ 
ners to the Tenderloin’s disad¬ 
vantaged residents in 1974, and 
the tradition has continued to 
this day - and also on every 
Christmas and Easter - with a lot 
of help from Tessie’s friends. 

And now, on the 20th anniver¬ 
sary of the first free holiday din¬ 
ners Tessie provided for seniors 
and the homeless, the tradition is 
needed more than ever before: an 
estimated 1,000 people who 
would otherwise go hungry will 
enjoy a wonderful Thanksgiving 
feast today because of Tessie’s 
ongoing legacy. 

Tessie - whose real name was 
Perry Spinx - was a waiter and 
bartender at the old Red Lantern 
at Golden Gate and Leavenworth, 
across from the YMCA, and a 
member of the Society for 
Individual Rights (SIR) until he 
died in 1985 at the age of 39, 
according to Joey Ledbetter, an 


old friend who now reigns as 
Grand Duchess of San Francisco. 

Meals are served at St. Paulus 
Lutheran Church, located at 950 
Gough Street at Eddy, from 1 to 4 
p.m. on Thanksgiving Day. The 
church, which advertises itself as 
“A People Place - Where people 
seek to honor the poor, tell the 
truth, care about others, and do 
justice,” donates its facilities for 
the dinners. 

“Almost everything is donat¬ 
ed,” according to A. L. Allen, 
secretary of Tenderloin Tessie 
Holiday Dinners, Inc., the non¬ 
profit organization that carries 
on the work. 

There is no paid staff. People 
who attend the Christmas dinner 
also receive a practical gift such 
as socks, razor, toothbrush, and 
also some candy. No liquor is 
served. 

Allen, in his seventh year 
with the organization, says most 
of the contributions come from 
the gay community. The Cinch, a

Budget Cuts Have East Bay Non-Profits Running for Cover

Joe Hawkins, an AIDS case 
management worker in 
Oakland, worries where the 
money is going to come from 
over the next year in the face of 
Alameda County healthcare cuts 
and the return of conservative 
governor Pete Wilson to state 
office. 

Hawkins, an AIDS case man¬ 
agement worker at the African 
American AIDS Support 
Services & Survival Institute 
(AMASSI) in Oakland, said he 
remains hopeful. “I’m looking 
at the positive side,” he told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “I remem¬ 
ber there was a time when there 
was nothing” for African- 
American gay men infected 


with the disease, the agency’s 
primary caseload. 

As co-chair of the Ryan 
White Title II Fund, Hawkins 
said he and others in the county 
have taken their case directly to 
the board of supervisors. “About 
four or five months ago, differ¬ 
ent AIDS service providers in 
Alameda County went before 
the board of supervisors and 
talked about how important it is 
that they recognize that this is 
an epidemic here, and that they 
become more involved in this 
issue. 

“The supervisors felt like. 
This is something new to us.’ I 
think it was an issue of denial. 

“But I look at the positive 
side. You have to, with all the 
negativity and the large numbers 
of people infected.”

An example is the recent 
extension of the federally-fund¬ 
ed AIDS Clinical Trial Unit at 
Highland Hospital, focusing on 
African-Americans. “For us, 
this has been a long time in 
coming,” said Hawkins. Dr. 
Kathleen Clanon of Highland 
Hospital said that there are 60 
people enrolled in the trials, 
which has an added case man¬ 
agement component to help 
patients deal with the economic 
and social trauma of their situa¬ 
tions. 

Hawkins added one note of 
caution, regarding the partial 
toxicity people experience as a 
result of taking anti-AIDS 
drugs. “I would like to see a 
holistic approach included, such 
as herbs, acupuncture, and so 
forth, so that comparison studies 
can be done. 

“When it comes to the use of 
AZT, many times I’m leery. But 
if the board of supervisors is 


focusing on HIV and treatment 
of people with HIV, I’m happy 
about that because that’s very, 
very new.” 

Hawkins emphasized the 
importance of case management 
services in helping clients who 
might be uninsured to begin 
with, and become homeless as a 
result of their infections. 

“It’s a problem as it relates to 
the large numbers of people 
who are African-American who 
are finding out their HIV status, 
being devastated by that, and 
losing the little work they have, 
because they’re devastated. 

“Then they wind up homeless 
with no support from the family 
because still in the African- 
American community, AIDS is 
an issue of denial. Being ostra¬ 
cized is still an issue.” 

The effects of health care 
budget cuts haven’t completely 
shaken out, according to 
AMASSI Executive Director 


Michael Lyons, but they defi¬ 
nitely will be felt. “An agency 
like AMASSI is going to have to 
survive off of funding through 
foundations and federal money. 
Those kind of organizations are 
going to have to pick up the 
slack and help agencies like 
AMASSI,” Lyons told the 
B.A.R. 

He added, “We’re at a critical 
stage. We know we’re going to 
be in existence but to what level, 
we have no idea.” Salaries will 
be the most likely area for cut¬ 
backs. 

Hawkins said that despite the 
continuing battle for money and 
understanding, people in power 
in Alameda County are finally 
starting to get it. “I’m happy 
with the changes that are start¬ 
ing to take place. Finally.” ▼

High Caseload in Alameda County 
Might Signal Increased State Funding

Alameda County’s high 
AIDS caseload could provide a 
cushion to the state budget 
reductions expected to hit 
AIDS programs next year, 
according to the Director of 
HIV/AIDS Services for 
Alameda County. 

Eugene Richards recently 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
the state of California has reor¬ 
ganized its system of allot¬ 
ment, and that counties show¬ 
ing the greatest need will prob¬ 
ably get the most money. 

Alameda County has the 
fourth-highest number of peo¬ 
ple infected with HIV in the 
state. Richards said that he is 
cautiously optimistic that at 
least state funding, typically 
earmarked for prevention and 
outreach services, will go up. 

“If the state holds to [its 
new criteria], when the dollars 
are allocated, then Alameda 
County should get an increase 
in state dollars above and 
beyond what they’ve gotten 
traditionally,” Richards told the 
B.A.R. 

Another change in the 
state’s funding structure will 
be a demand for increased 
community involvement. The 
county’s recent cuts into 
healthcare cannot impact 
directly on AIDS programs, 
said Richards, because of the 
built-in maintenance of fund¬ 


ing agreement with the federal 
government. “That simply 
means that the $2 million the 
County HIV/AIDS Services 
Division receives from the 
County of Alameda will never 
be cut as long as they remain in 
the federally-funded, Ryan 
White system.” 

The real problem, Richards 
said, is that the county AIDS 
budget amount has not 
changed since 1990. “It’s good 
that it can’t go any lower, but 
the reality is that the virus is 
spreading. That’s where you 
get the real problem.” 

Dr. Kathleen Clanon of 
Highland Hospital echoed 
these sentiments. “It’s not as if 
the county has money that it’s 
withholding. A very large per¬ 
centage of people with HIV in 
Alameda County have no 
health insurance. The problem 
is that counties are being 
leaned on by the state and hav¬ 
ing their resources cut so 
much.” 

The funding picture on the 
federal level is not as assured, 
said Richards. Slightly more 
than half, 55 percent, of his 
division’s budget comes from 
the federally-mandated pro¬ 
grams, Richards said. “Now 
the question is this- and every¬ 
one who manages AIDS pro¬ 
grams in the United States is 
wondering the same thing: 
Before the election, we were 
optimistic that our budget for 
Ryan White from the federal 
government would probably 


increase. Now the political sit¬ 
uation has changed. No one 
knows what’s going to happen. 
There is a question mark there, 
so I have to believe that the sit¬ 
uation relative to AIDS fund¬ 
ing for the coming year is in 
question. I’m not going to tell 
you I’m depressed about it. I’m 
not going to tell you I’m elat¬ 
ed, I’m going to have to tell 
you it’s a wait-and-see situa¬ 
tion.” 

Annually, Richards said, 
federal funds are spent on 
direct medical needs, and state 
monies go toward prevention 
and education. Mike Shaw, 
whose office coordinates the 
Education and Prevention pro¬ 
grams for the County, said 
there are a number of outreach 
strategies that the Office of 
AIDS would like to fund. “We 
would like to fund outreach for 
Anonymous Testing Sites. We 
would like to fund more com¬ 
prehensive street outreach pro¬ 
grams in both East and West 
Oakland, particularly street 
outreach programs targeting 
the Latin community.” 

Unfortunately, “the funds 
have been reduced from the 
CDC and there have been no 
new funds to replace them,” 
said Shaw. 

Additionally, Shaw told 
the B.A.R., he would like to 
spend more time speaking in 
the schools, and even to reli¬ 
gious organizations, about 
devising effective tools for 
prevention. ▼

An Innovative Way To Say ‘Shut Up’ 

Why Is Innovative Housing So Worried About Elladio Ballestas?

In a move that experts say is 
unprecedented, a local non¬ 
profit housing agency has 
turned some very big legal guns 
on a former employee who went 
public with his concerns about 
the agency. 

Attorney Warren Felger of 


the San Francisco firm 
McCutchen, Doyle, Brown and 
Enersen has informed Elladio 
Ballestas that Innovative 
Housing has asked the legal firm 
to “take any and all legal action” 
to stop Ballestas from interfer¬ 
ing with the agency’s business. 

Innovative Housing operates 
17 local residential shared hous¬

ing sites in San Francisco. 

Felger accused Ballestas of 
trespassing on and damaging the 
agency’s property, plus slander, 
libel, and “other tortious con¬ 
duct.” 

Among “erroneous and 
libelous accusations,” according 
to Felger, are Ballestas’s claims 
“that Innovative Housing acts 
illegally in charging tenants 
vacancy charges” when other 
rooms in shared households go 
unrented, has falsified reports to 
funders, has exposed tenants to 
asbestos, and has denied sup¬ 
portive services to residents as 
required by city and federal 
funding contracts. 

It is not clear from Felger’s 
letter which of Ballestas’s alle¬ 
gations IH considers erroneous: 
the existence of vacancy charges 
or their legality. In any case, 
local housing advocates and ten¬ 
ants rights lawyers say the 
agency’s practice of charging' 
tenants additional vacancy 
charges when other rooms in the 
shared households go unrented 
is both well known and blatant¬ 
ly illegal, despite Felger’s tough 
talk. 

“Obviously there is a real 
serious problem there. The 
basic concept [of vacancy 
charges] violates the rental 
ordinance, as well as state law,” 
attorney Randy Shaw, director 
of the Tenderloin Housing 
Clinic, said. 

Shaw, a housing law expert 
and tenants rights advocate, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the

agency had tried to illegally 
evict tenants over the vacancy 
charges. One former tenant suc¬ 
cessfully sued the housing 
agency this year, and received a 
$1,300 judgment over the 
vacancy charges. 

The legal action threatened 
by Innovative Housing against 
Ballestas is without precedent, 
according to non-profit manage¬ 
ment expert Bob Orser of the 
Management Center. 

“I’ve never heard of that in 
my 20 years experience,” he told 
the B.A.R. 

“It’s as it should be. 
[Ballestas] is making very seri¬ 
ous allegations,” Felger 
responded. 

IH Executive Director 
Cynthia Burnette told the Bay 
Area Reporter that her previous 
comments to this paper were 
taken out of context and ended 


up being a very small piece of 
the story. 

Burnette said she was inter¬ 
ested in talking about how the 
agency was addressing issues 
but was not interesting in 
responding to questions about 
“this allegation or that docu¬ 
ment.” 

In recent developments, a 
group of former and current IH 
tenants calling itself the Ad Hoc 
Committee To Reform 
Innovative Housing has 
demanded to see budget con¬ 
tracts, financial records, and 
program monitoring records 
from the Mayor’s Office of 
Community Development, 
which is investigating com¬ 
plaints. 

The group is considering a 
class action lawsuit against the 
agency, said spokesperson Jay 
Franz. T

About 250 women attended a 
fundraiser for lesbian film on 
Sunday, November 20 spon¬ 
sored by Frameline, the produc¬ 
er of the annual San Francisco 
International Lesbian and Gay 
Film Festival. During the event, 
held at the posh eatery Rubicon, 
Frameline announced the recip¬ 
ients of its 1994 Completion 
Fund grants. Rose Troche and 
Guinevere Turner, whose hit 
film Go Fish was in part 
financed by a Frameline grant, 
were guests of honor. 

Of the six winners splitting a 
$6,000 purse, only local film¬ 
maker Pam Walton, director of 
Gay Youth, was on hand to com¬ 
ment. She revealed the person¬ 
al/political motivation for her 
work-in-progress, Family 
Values: 

“My father stopped talking to 
me 15 years ago because I’m a 
lesbian. He joined the radical 
right. He writes books and he 
makes speeches that are incredi¬ 
bly homophobic and anti-gay. 
And after that hideous 
Republican convention in ’92 
when they started talking about 
‘family values’ I thought it was 
time to tell my story and reveal 
some of the hypocrisy that 
swirls around that ridiculous 
phrase.” 

Walton also stressed the 
political nature of arts funding: 


“I’m sure I don’t have to tell you 
that with the Republican sweep 
taking over Washington, it’s 
going to be harder than ever to 
get funding for gay and lesbian 
projects. And that makes 
Frameline even more impor¬ 
tant.” 

Frameline’s five other grants 
went to Jennifer Tate for The 
Ad, Mark Christopher for 
Alkali, Iowa, Charley Land for 
Live To Tell: The First Lesbian 
and Gay Prom, Valentin Aguirre 
and Augie Robles for jViva 16!, 
and again to Augie Robles for 
Cholo Joto. All six films will be 
premiered at next year’s 
International Lesbian and Gay 
Film Festival. 

Amy Schoenborn, 

Frameline’s new development 
director, had developed the 
evening as a way of getting the 
word out that “Frameline is the 
only institutional source of 
funding in the United States 
specifically for lesbian film¬ 
makers.” If people wanted to see 
lesbian features, she said, they 
would have to pay for them, up 
front. The Completion Fund 
was one way to do that. 

Schoenborn energetically 
bemoaned the fact that “people 
are not taking care of investing 
in the cultural life that nurtures 
us as a community. And that 
investment needs to be made if 
we are concerned about visibili¬ 
ty, about getting our work out - 


not only in the community, but 
out to the mainstream. And giv¬ 
ing our perspective on lesbian 
and gay issues lifestyles.” 

Like Walton, Schoenborn 
had Republicans on the brain: 
“And particularly in the wake of 
the election. It’s not only impor¬ 
tant and responsible to insure 
that these films and videos are 
getting made - it’s our survival 
that’s at stake.” ▼

Bigots Defeated in Great Northwest 


Dyke-Led Effort in Idaho Proves Visibility Beats Shame

Northern Idaho in the fall of 1994: a right-wing land 
in a right-wing time. Once the home of hundreds of rad¬ 
ical Workers of the World “Wobblies,” the region has 
been strongly conservative for almost a century, and is 
infamous for housing the national headquarters of the 
Aryan Nations. It is also one of the most rural areas in the 
country, with hundreds of logging, mining, and farming 
towns scattered on small highways and dirt roads 
throughout ten counties. 

Enter Proposition One, put forth by a Christian Right 
group called the Idaho Citizens’ Alliance: Proposition 
One was a multi-pronged attack on lesbian and gay lives 
modeled after Colorado’s Amendment 2. Among these 
mountain lakes and rolling wheatfields, it was an attack 
vicious enough to spark a lesbian and gay movement. 

In Latah County, forty lesbians and gay men gather at 
the County Fair for a Lesbian and Gay Freedom Picnic 
and hand out Hershey’s kisses attached to a card that 
says, “How about a kiss instead?” and an explanation on 
the reverse side: “For the last twelve years lesbians and 
gay men have been threatened, harassed and beaten at the 
Latah County Fair. STOP THE VIOLENCE. STOP THE 
HATE.” 

In Lewiston, a working-class timber town of 28,000, 
five lesbians and gay men hold a town forum to speak 
about living and growing up queer in Letf iston - the first 
time that lesbians and men in this town have ever gotten 
together politically to come out. 

In Moscow, a town of 18,000 in the wheatfields of the 
Palouse region, 40 queers descend on XENON - a tradi¬ 
tionally homophobic and violent nightclub - to dance 
together and take back the night. 

In Coeur d’Alene, ten miles from the national head¬ 
quarters of the Aryan Nations, the newly formed Lesbian 
Avengers speak out about their lives at a candlelight 
vigil. 

In Genesee, a tiny far-flung town of 725, a lesbian 
organizes a door-to-door literature drop with a statement 
she has written about her life as the townspeople’s “les¬ 
bian neighbor.” 

These are just a few of the grassroots, lesbian- and 
gay-led efforts that the Lesbian Avengers Civil Rights 
Organizing Project (LACROP) supported in northern 
Idaho. LACROP is a working group of the New York 
Lesbian Avengers and was formed to support lesbian and 
gay activities in communities under siege from the Chris¬ 
tian right. LACROP was invited to Idaho by the newly 
formed Palouse Lesbian Avengers and sent eight full¬ 
time lesbian organizers to work in Idaho from August 
through November. 

“Their little purple house on Jefferson Street in 
Moscow became a de facto community center,” says 
local Palouse Avenger Natalie Shapiro. “As another 
member recently said to me, ‘They have given us our 
community back.’” 

LACROP organizers traveled around the small min¬ 
ing, timber, and farming towns of northern Idaho, adding 
new meaning to the Avengers’ motto “We recruit.” They 
attended labor and human rights meetings, wandered 
through food co-ops, interrupted high school theater 
rehearsals, visited Native American reservations, 
scanned the Yellow Pages for promising hints, and asked 
every dyke they met for more names and phone numbers. 
It was a challenging job in a region that only had a cou¬ 
ple of gay groups and almost no infrastructure for pro¬ 
gressive organizing of any kind (as an example, the entire 
250-mile region houses only one domestic violence cen¬ 
ter and absolutely no abortion services). 


On one “recruiting” trip to Lewiston, Chanelle 
Matthews and Michele Kelley of LACROP were just 
hanging out in a straight bar (the only kind there is in 
northeast Idaho) and their gaydar suddenly went off. 
They knew what to do. One week later, Anne Ersland and 
Ty Dela Cruz were helping other local lesbians and gay 
men plan a town-wide literature drop and the forum in 
which dykes would come out to their town. Anne, one of 
those dykes, said of this experience, “I was just totally 
amazed to find out that there are people who really care 
about'other lesbian and gay people. I had never been 
political before. They got that fire underneath my ass to 
get me up and moving, and I feel great. 

“I feel like I’m alive, like I’m more real than I ever 
have been in my entire life. I feel like I could just go out 
and kick butt today, tomorrow, the rest of my life - like 
I’m Superman.” That’s the essence of LACROP - 
whether the initiative campaign won or lost, lesbian and 
gay men got involved, came out, and became visible. 

“It’s what empower¬ 
ment is about,” says 
Mathews. 

One of LACROP’s

purposes is to provide 
an alternative to the 
volunteerist, one-mes¬ 
sage, highly central¬ 
ized model of tradi¬ 
tional campaignsu As 
LACROP’s Eileen 
Clancy explains, 
‘’’People won’t ‘vol¬ 
unteer’ to save their 
own lives. And when 
lesbians and gay men 
get involved in this 
movement, they need 
to be empowered by the work they do. Successful long¬ 
term political movements are not formed by gathering a 
thousand recruits to lick postage stamps. LACROP’s 
strategy is to bring lesbians and gay men into the move¬ 
ment, to share their ideas about what direction that 
movement should take. Volunteer-centered campaigns 
with a single messages do not provide room for individ¬ 
uals’ political growth.” 

At a time when most national gay organizations pro¬ 
vide assistance only to a single, centralized anti-initiative 
campaigns, LACROP offers invaluable resources to les¬ 
bian and gay people on a grassroots level. 

In addition to the local grassroots aspect of 
LACROP’s work, the focus on lesbian and gay visibility 
is another crucial difference the group has with tradition¬ 
al campaigns. LACROP believes that polling data has 
been greatly misused in these campaigns, to make people 
believe that gay visibility hurts votes. Christina 
McKnight of LACROP points out that “people get really 
intimidated by polls and by self-proclaimed campaign 
‘professionals.’ Polls always show that most straight peo¬ 
ple don’t like queers, which we know anyway, but this 
doesn’t prove to us that campaigns shouldn’t discuss les¬ 
bian and gay lives. 

“What polls don’t recognize is the fact that the 
Christian Right is [already] talking about lesbian and gay 
people during the campaign, and what creates the best 
emotional response among voters? High taxpayer costs 
or protecting their children from queers. Whenever the 
Christian Right is the only group talking about lesbians 
and gay men, we are in trouble. Whenever we stay in the 
closet, people believe we are ashamed - the Christian 
Right in Idaho even used this as a campaign message. 



Voters will not stand up for people who are ashamed.” 

County returns on Proposition One indicate that 
LACROP’s strategy worked. The three northern counties 
that LACROP targeted with lesbian and gay visibility 
actions and grassroots campaign efforts, such as door-to- 
door canvassing and out literature drops, defeated 
Proposition One by considerably higher percentages than 
the average Idaho vote. The three counties are very dif¬ 
ferent. Latah is traditionally more progressive than the 
rest of northern Idaho - but not by much: they elected a 
full ballot of conservative Republicans to almost every 
town and county office this year. Bonner and Nez Perce 
counties are historically quite conservative. Nez Perce is 
a predominantly working-class logging and agricultural 
county; Bonner County is very rural and has a strong 
right wing presence - Neo-Nazis in swastikas routinely 
show up at Human Rights Task Force meetings. Bonner 
and Nez Perce both received unexpected 54 percent “No” 
votes, which was significantly higher than the state capi¬ 
tal of Boise and the Idaho overall vote, both of which 
slipped by with 51 percent of the vote. Lateh County 
received 61 percent “No” votes, the second highest in the 
state (second only to ski resort Sun Valley - the economy 
of which would have been devastated by a boycott). 

The entire state of Idaho (population 1 million) 
defeated Proposition One by 3,000 votes. The three 
counties targeted by LACROP (population 85,000) 
defeated it by a margin of almost 5,000 votes. 

As Michele Kelley says, “These percentages indicate 
that lesbian and gay visibility and a multi-message, 
grassroots approach may increase votes in our favor. And 
they certainly prove that these efforts do not decrease 
votes, as many ‘campaign professionals’ and pollsters 
claim.” 

Because LACROP wants its empowerment and visi¬ 
bility efforts to continue after the election, the group’s 
organizers stayed in Idaho, primarily to focus on orga¬ 
nizing a Sunday, November 20 conference called Out 
After One: Organizing for Lesbian and Gay Rights in 
Northern Idaho. The Out After One brochure stated, 
“From the timber towns of Lewiston and Kendrick and 
the wheatfields of the Palouse to Lake Pend O’Reille and 
the miles of the Silver Valley, we have come out and 
come together against homophobia and against silence. 
And whatever the results on November 8, lesbians and 
gay residents of northern Idaho are never going back to 
the closet.” 

As Elizabeth Meister of LACROP says, “The confer¬ 
ence was intended to bring together all the lesbians and 
gay men we have met throughout northern Idaho and to 
create long-term strategies for organizing and defending 
lesbian and gay communities. Local activists are hoping 
to start an Anti-Violence Project and a Idaho Rural 
Organizing Project out of the conference, and we also 
discussed how to keep the two new Lesbian Avengers 
chapters going. 

“We don’t just want to walk away from Idaho with a 
database full of phone numbers.” 

And what about 1995? LACROP’s Maxine Wolfe 
says, “We’re watching the Christian Right, and we’ll go 
wherever our support is needed to wage an out battle 
alongside lesbians and gay men in their own communi¬ 
ties.” Look out for LACROP’s “Out Against the Right” 
handbook, to be produced in early 1995, which will doc¬ 
ument LACROP’s experiences and other strategies for 
out, grassroots organizing against the Christian Right. ▼

Hospital Calls PWAs “Special Interest Group” 

Landmark Appeal in AIDS Case

TOLEDO - Fremont Memorial Hospital 
announced Tuesday, November 22 it will appeal a 
Toledo U.S. District judge’s landmark ruling that 
it violated the Americans with Disabilities Act by 
refusing to treat an AIDS patient in 1992. 

The American Civil Liberties Union said 
Monday’s ruling by Senior U. S. District Judge 
John Potter was “a precedent-setting victory, 
establishing anti-discrimination protection for 
people infected with the HIV virus.” The ruling 
stemmed from the first AIDS discrimination case 
in the nation involving the ADA law to go to trial. 

The Americans with Disabilities Act took effect 
just two months before Fremont hospital officials 
refused to admit Fred Charon of Portland, Maine, 
a person with AIDS, after he sought emergency 
treatment for an allergic reaction to a prescription 
drug. 

Charon, through the ACLU, filed a discrimina¬ 


tion lawsuit against the hospital, but died before 
the case went to trial. 

A Toledo U.S. District Court jury in June con¬ 
victed the hospital and one of its physicians of 
violating the Federal Rehabilitation Act of 1984 
by discriminating against an AIDS patient for 
refusing to admit Charon. 

The jury awarded Charon’s estate $512,000 in 
damages, but Potter, at the time, announced he 
would separately decide the precedent-setting 
ADA claim. His Tuesday ruling also prohibits the 
hospital from discriminating against HIV-positive 
people and directs it to post signs in its waiting 
rooms notifying the public of that order. 

Jury foreman Doug Hyslop, of Toledo, said the 
June verdict would send a message to healthcare 
providers nationwide. 

AIDS “is a disability under the law,” Hyslop 
said, “and if you discriminate against a patient 
solely because they have AIDS, and you don’t

Got Milk? Then 
You’ve Got Republicans

SAN ANTONIO, TEXAS - A political action committee for the 
dairy industry is bragging about the number of congressional can¬ 
didates it supported who won their elections last week in the GOP 
landslide. 

On Thursday, November 17, the Committee for Thorough 
Agricultural Political Education of the Associated Milk Producers 
said 244 of the 284 candidates it supported won their congression¬ 
al races, making C-TAPE one of the most successful PACs in the 
nation. 

“Our results in this volatile election year were especially grati¬ 
fying considering the turnover and number of newly elected U.S. 
senators and representatives,” said Larry Carter, a dairy farmer 
from Danville, Arkansas, and chairman of the group. 

The Associated Milk Producers is a milk marketing cooperative 
operating in 20 states in the midwest, south, and southwest. Its C- 
TAPE is funded through voluntary contributions. 

C-TAPE said it contributed some $1 million in the last two 
years to candidates for federal office, based on their positions on 
dairy and agricultural issues. The PAC said it was involved in races 
in all states except Alaska, Delaware, Maine, Rhode Island, Utah, 
and Wyoming. 

The group said it participated in 22 open-seat races and its can¬ 
didates were elected in 15 of those congressional districts. ▼ 


‘Reckless’ Helms 
Statements Criticized

WASHINGTON - On 
Thursday, November 17, 
Senator Christopher Dodd, 
D-Connecticut, accused 
Senator Jesse Helms, R- 
N.C., the likely new chair¬ 
man of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, of 
making “reckless” criti¬ 
cisms of the Middle East 
peace process. 

Dodd told a news confer¬ 
ence he was bothered by 
comments last week in 
which Helms demanded “a 
reassessment of the entire 
Middle East peace process” 
so U.S. taxpayers can learn 
what U.S. financial commit¬ 
ments are being made. 

Helms, at a November 9 
news conference in Raleigh, 
N.C., the day after nation¬ 
wide elections swept 
Republicans into the majori¬ 
ty in both houses of 
Congress, suggested an 
Israeli-Syrian peace treaty 
would create the same 
demands for U.S. financial 
aid that followed the 1979 
Israeli-Egyptian peace. 

Helms, a sharp critic of 
all forms of U.S. foreign aid, 
said the United States, by 
giving Israel about $3 bil¬ 
lion a year and Egypt about 
$2 billion a year, has spent 
some $83 billion financing 
the 1979 Camp David peace 
accord. 

“Syria doesn’t want 
peace with Israel,” Helms 
told the media. “What Syria 
wants is the Golan Heights, 
plus, of course, access to the 
American taxpayers’ money. 

“Congress needs to get 
off the dime and demand a 
reassessment of the entire 
Middle East peace process 
so that we can know, in 
advance, what our commit¬ 


ments are likely to be,” said 
Helms, currently the top- 
ranking Republican on the 
Foreign Affairs panel. 

Helms, who is also a 
fierce anti-communist and a 
sharp critic of the United 
Nations, is widely expected 
to assume the committee 
chairmanship in January 
when the 104th Congress 
convenes. 

Dodd, at a Capitol Hill 
news conference he held 
Thursday to discuss the 
elections and his candidacy 
for the post of Senate 
Democratic leader, said 
Helms’s comments were 
typical of Republicans who 
are overstating the political 
mandate contained in their 
electoral victory. 

“It’s very reckless ... to 
take the position that there 
should be no negotiations,” 
Dodd said. 

Dodd said Helms needed 
to realize that his words car¬ 
ried more weight as the 
incoming Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee chair¬ 
man. “You have to be care¬ 
ful of what you say,” he said. 

But a Republican aide on 
the Foreign Relations 
Committee insisted it was 
Dodd who needed to exer¬ 
cise caution in his state¬ 
ments and that Helms was 
“not instructing anybody 
that the peace process 
should not be going ahead.” 
The aide, who declined to be 
identified, said, “He’s say¬ 
ing that the U.S. Congress 
and the United States tax¬ 
payer must know what kind 
of financial commitments 
are being made. 

“He was taking rather a 
fiscally responsible point of 
view rather than a point of 
view on the peace process ” 
the aide said. ▼ 


Victory Fund Reports 14 
Election Wins Nationwide

While searching for a rainbow-colored lining to the 
electorate’s recent march to the right, the gay communi¬ 
ty can take heart in the fact that a bona fide PAC geared 
solely to electing qualified gays and lesbians has report¬ 
ed that a little more than half of their candidates won. 

Deputy director of the Washington, D.C.-based 
Victory Fund Kathleen Athoeen said that 14 of their 27 
recommended candidates won in the recent elections, 
bringing their total to 27 wins since their fundraising 
efforts began in 1991. Included in that pool were newly 
elected San Francisco Supervisors Susan Leal and Tom 
Ammiano. 

Athoeen told the Bay Area Reporter there’s a very 
plain and direct purpose behind The Victory Fund: 
selecting from a pool of qualified candidates and then 
recommending them to their network of contributors. So 
far the model, based on the feminist movement’s Emily 
List, has raised more than $700,000 for gay or lesbian 
candidates nationwide. 

Donors include anyone who commits to donating 
$100 or more, followed by at least two $100 donations 
to two recommended candidates within a one-year peri¬ 
od. The Victory Fund also helps candidates through 
regional workshops and links them with gay-friendly 
campaign managers, she said. 

Despite the new air of hostility towards gay rights, 
Athoeen remained upbeat. “We are going to recruit - 
and I love using that word in a gay context - more can¬ 
didates for public office. That’s all we do. We do it 
best,” she said. 

Overall, Athoeen said, lesbians have fared best, with 
81 percent of recommended candidates winning, com¬ 
pared with 42 percent of the gay men.T

Anti-Viral Drug 
Packs Potent Punch

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Offering hope to 
researchers attempting to design powerful and 
broad-based anti-viral drugs, test tube studies 
reveal that a new version of an old drug is more 
powerful against a number of different human 
viruses. University of California researchers said 
Thursday, November 17. 

The derivative of the drug foscamet proved 
100 times more effective than its parent drug at 
stopping replication of cytomegalovirus or 
CMV, which commonly afflicts people with 
AIDS. 

Using virus-infected human cells, scientists 
also found that the compound was 40 times more 
effective in inhibiting strains of the herpes sim¬ 
plex virus and HIV. 

“This new agent appears to be significantly 
more active against [the] herpes group and HIV 
viruses. It is therefore our hope that this com¬ 
pound may be developed into a powerful anti¬ 
viral that could be given to patients in smaller, 
much less toxic doses,” said Dr. Karl Hostetler, a 
medical researcher at U.C. San Diego, who pre¬ 
sented the results at a conference of anti-viral 
research in Washington, D.C. 

Foscamet has been used since the 1970s as an 
anti-viral medication. It is most commonly used 
to combat CMV, which often causes eye dis¬ 
eases, but the drug’s administration is cumber¬ 
some and side effects may be severe. 

To be effective, foscamet must be given to 
patients intravenously in large doses and often 
leads to side effects such as kidney damage, ane¬ 
mia, nausea and vomiting. It is also enormously 
expensive, a factor that is not likely to be ame¬ 


liorated in its new form. 

While scientists do not know whether the 
compound will prove to be the general vims 
killer scientists have been looking for, the drug’s 
broader strategy of interfering with critical viral 
proteins holds promise for developing just such a 
drug. 

“There aren’t really any broad-based anti¬ 
virals yet,” Hostetler said. “Most tend to be spe¬ 
cific for a step in each virus’s [life cycle].” 

However, foscamet and its derivative work 
by inhibiting enzymes that copy many viruses’ 
genetic information, but do not affect the 
equivalent human enzymes. Still, Hostetler 
cautions that first the new drug must be shown 
to be able to stop viruses within the human 
body. 

“The cellular work certainly suggests that 
[this could be a broad anti-viral] - but you have 
to be very cautious. This is a breakthrough at a 
cellular level, but ultimately we must wait for the 
results of the animal studies,” Hostetler said. 

Researchers have long known that foscamet 
is much more effective in battling purified virus 
than in fighting virus encased in infected human 
cells. 

Hostetler and his colleagues figured that if 
they could find a way to help foscamet enter the 
cell, they might increase its efficacy. 

They hypothesize that the novel compound’s 
increased potency may be a result of their chem¬ 
ical modification that helps it pass through the 
cellular membrane. 

The research was initiated by Vical Inc. of 
San Diego and was subsequently licensed to 
Vestar Inc. of San Dimas, which currently spon¬ 
sors the research. T

want them in your hospital, you’re going to have 
to pay for it.” 

But the hospital, in a Tuesday statement 
responding to the ADA decision, said it feared 
both decisions will affect rural hospitals across 
the nation that depend upon regional medical 


centers for complex or life-threatening cases that 
require specialized care. 

“Hospitals must be free to make medical 
decisions on behalf of their patents without fear 
of intervention or retaliation by special interest 
groups,” Fremont Memorial Hospital Chairman 
John Gorman said in a statement. “We are obvi¬ 
ously disappointed by Judge Potter’s decision.” 

Charon died last year of complications from

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QUEER WATCH 


Big Gay Brains

T he latest study is out, 
and once again, for the 
third time in a row, it 
shows that queers have 
different brains than heterosexu¬ 
als. A paper presented to a 
recent neuroscience conference 
in Miami by Dr. Sandra 
Witelson found that the isthmus 
of the corpus callosum, a part of 
the brain associated with its 
higher functionings, was on the 
average 13 percent larger in gay 
men. Although this study is as 
flawed and misleading as its 
predecessors, it at least has gay¬ 
positive spin potential, so we 
may as well go with the flow 
and proclaim it loudly as scien¬ 
tifically accepted fact: homosex¬ 
uals have bigger brains. 

Gay brain research has 
recently become one of the 
hottest subfields in neuro¬ 
science. The rush was kicked off 
by Dr. Simon LeVay’s classic 
brain autopsies of PWA corpses. 
He claimed that their hypothala- 
muses were much smaller than 
those found in a contrast group 
of presumably heterosexual 
non-PWA corpses. Another 
autopsy study, by Dr. Gorski at 
UCLA Medical Center, reported 
that the anterior commissures of 
dead gay men were on the aver¬ 
age 34 percent larger than their 
heterosexual counterparts. 

Autopsy studies are relative¬ 
ly easy to do, as the study par¬ 
ticipants are very compliant. 
The main problem with them is 


that the identified “homosexu¬ 
als” are always PWAs, which 
means they died from a disease 
which is known to affect the 
brain. This makes it impossible 
to say if the differences found 
are the result of queerness or of 
AIDS. But gay brain stories are 
playing well in the mainstream 
media, and these rather feeble 
data have launched a surprising¬ 
ly popular theory. 

Witelson’s study at least 
doesn’t rely on HIVer corpses; 
she scanned the brains of 11 
living male homosexuals and 
compared them to those of ten 
heterosexuals. Although she 
reports that all subjects were 
“free of disease,” I can’t find 
any information yet on how 
she identified her homosexual 
subjects. Probably any genuine 
brain differences she found 
were actually related to how 
she detected her gays: the vast 
majority of homosexuals 
won’t come out to a researcher 
and those who do represent a 
rather special subset of both 
the general and queer popula¬ 
tions. 

(And I would like to take a 
moment here to carp about the 
fact that all the studies so far 
have focused on men’s brains, 
as though homosexuality were 
entirely a male phenomenon. 
It’s hard to see how anyone 
could come up with a reason¬ 
able understanding of queemess 
if they can’t explain sexual ori¬ 
entation in both men and 
women. None of this research is 


worth squat until it can be veri¬ 
fied in both genders.) 

Be that as it may, Witelson’s 
queer guinea pigs had bigger 
corpora callosa than the het con¬ 
trol group. This aligns well with 
the Gorski study mentioned 
above, since the corpus callo¬ 
sum and the anterior commis¬ 
sure are very similar structures. 
On the other hand, the impact of 
the study is diffused by the fact 
that no one really knows what 
either of these brain structures 
does exactly. 

Add 25 points 

The corpus callosum is 
thought to connect the right and 
left lobes of the brain, providing 
links between areas rather 


vaguely associated with higher 
functions like emotions and 
desires (as opposed to simple 
functions, like breathing). Some 
famous studies documented that 
information presented to the left 
side of a person without a cor¬ 
pus callosum wasn’t available to 
their right lobe and vice versa. 


Commentary 


This wasn’t confirmed by later 
research, which found that peo¬ 
ple who’d been lacking the cor¬ 
pora callosa for some time (say, 
from childhood) still managed 
to get info from one lobe to the 
other. 

Not knowing what that part 
of the brain does makes it diffi¬ 
cult to speculate on why differ¬ 
ences in it should be linked to 
homosexuality. No matter; pop¬ 
ular culture is ready to believe 
that gay brains are, somehow, 
different. 

Since this study was done on 
mature adults, it’s equally possi¬ 
ble that this brain enlargement 
was caused by a homosexual 
lifestyle - whatever that is - as 
vice versa. This is an angle our 
community would do well to 
pursue. “Want your kid to be 
smarter than average? Let ’em 
go queer and it’ll add 25 points 
to their IQ, easy! Does your son 
show an unhealthy interest in 
becoming an altar boy, is your 
daughter perversely attracted to 
contact sports? Not to worry; it 
will pay off in due time when 
you’re trying to get them into 
college.” 

The flip side of this, of 
course, is that some people will 
assume that stupider kids are 
likelier to stay heterosexual - a 
hypothesis well worth investi¬ 
gating - and will therefore pro¬ 
mote ignorance. It looks like the 
Christian fundamentalists are 
doing this already, but at least 
their anti-choice prejudice will 
inhibit them from aborting chil¬ 
dren whose pre-natal brain 
scans reveal oversize corpora 
callosa. 

In any event. Dr. Witelson 
has pointed out that the overall 
size difference isn’t that great 
and that some heterosexuals in 
fact had larger callosa than some 
homosexuals, “so an individ¬ 
ual’s isthmus size cannot reveal 
his sexual orientation.” At least 
we don’t have to worry about 
the military CAT-scanning new 
recruits and rejecting those with 
suspiciously large isthmuses - 
yet. Still, if rumors get around, it 
could cause trouble: “I don’t 
know, sergeant. That new recruit 
looks kinda - you know - 
brainy.” 


Brains and style 

Despite the fact that all these 
studies are based on minuscule 
samples and are hopelessly 
compromised by selection fac¬ 
tors, it should be no trouble 
coming up with independent 
research that appears to support 
them. For starts, let’s do a study 
of Intelligence Quotients in gays 
vs. straights. IQ scores, like col¬ 
lege admissions tests, are wide¬ 
ly misunderstood and vastly 
overrated by the lay public, 
which makes them fertile 
ground for hype production. So 
we take a group of queers - men 
and women - and compare their 
IQs to a matched group of het¬ 
erosexuals. I’m willing to bet 
money we’ll come out more 
than 25 points ahead, on aver¬ 
age. 

Along the same lines - let’s 
do a survey of Mensa members, 
that elite club of intellectuals, 
and find out how many of them 
are openly gay; I’m sure that 
queers will be disproportionate¬ 
ly represented. Ditto for most 
college “honor” societies. 

One more study: assess a 
group of high school kids and 
divide them into groups of those 
below average, average and 
above average in intelligence. 
Now ask everyone in each 
group about their sexual orien¬ 
tation. I predict that the rate of 
self-reported homosexuality 
will rise in correlation with 
intelligence. 

All of these misleading stud¬ 
ies are based on exactly the 
same flaw in selection as the 
three gay brain studies. When 
you identify an openly gay per¬ 
son, you’re looking at an unusu¬ 
ally honest person, one who’s 
willing to risk being known as a 
social deviant (which intelligent 
people are more likely to do 
than their dullard counterparts, 
who dare not fail to conform to 
the most blameless norm). 

But what data appear to 
show, what the public will 
believe a study “proves” and 
scientific validity are very dif¬ 
ferent things. What has being 
sticklers for truth and accuracy 
gotten our movement so far? 
Let’s hop on the bandwagon and 
start misinterpreting with the 
rest of them. Say it loud and say 
it proud: Queers have bigger 
brains! Are we smarter ’cause 
we’re queer, or does being queer 
make us smarter? Hard to say, 
but why fight it? Now, if we can 
just whip up some nice research 
documenting that we have much 
better taste than hets, we can 
consider our superiority thor¬ 
oughly established. We may not 
have rights, but we do have 
brains and style! What more do 
you want? ▼

Activists Zap FDA Over Growth Hormones

After researchers announced 
this summer that Recombinant 
Human Growth Hormone has a 
quantifiable positive effect on 
persons with AIDS-related 
wasting, activists have been 
pressuring both the federal Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA) 
and the drug’s maker, Serono, to 
get the therapy into dying AIDS 
patients quickly. For a brief 
period in the meantime it was 
possible to import the drug from 
Canada, so it looked like the 
very desperate, at least, would 
be able to buy Growth 
Hormone. 

But in a move that has 
enraged PWAs and activists, 
Serono has shut down the 
pipeline, stating that the FDA 
had advised them to do so. 
Activists and their friends took 
action by zapping top brass at 
the FDA with continuous phone 
calls and faxes Tuesday, 
November 15. As of B.A.R. 
press time, the FDA was still 
refusing to budge. 

It is no surprise to AIDS 
activists that Serono is having 
trouble with the FDA. The rela¬ 
tionship between the somewhat 
stodgy reviewers at the FDA 
Endocrine Division and Serono 
is a rocky one at best, according 
to Brenda Lein of Project 
Inform. Lein has been working 
with ACT UP activists, trying to 
arbitrate on PWAs’ behalf; in 
recent meetings at the FDA with 
Serono, she has put the issues on 
the table for both parties. 

One of the major stumbling 
blocks in the FDA negotiations 
was the fact that Serono applied 
for treatment approval based on 
data showing overall weight 
gain; what they ended up sub¬ 
mitting to the FDA was data 
showing lean body weight 
increase. Dr. Kathy Mulligan, 
Assistant Research 

Endocrinologist at UCSF, who 
worked on the RHGH study at 
UCSF General, states, “Lean 
body mass includes the muscle 
and organs that do the work that 
help you engage in the things 
needed to maintain independent 


quality of life. Survival time is 
shorter in people with less lean 
body mass.” 

Although lean body weight is 
an excellent result, the problem, 
as Lein observed, was that 
Serono changed the endpoint of 
the study in midstream. Worse, 
Serono did not submit much- 
needed viral level data until 
October 17. 

The late data, like the lean 
tissue gain, contained good 
news for Serono if properly 
exploited: it showed no increase 
in viral levels in RHGH 
patients, even when using a new 
assay - branched DNA on 
stored frozen blood samples - to 
measure HIV DNA quantities. 
Mulligan reports, “Preliminary 
analysis of safety data shows no 
accelerated disease progres¬ 
sion.” 

One of the larger remaining 
issues before the FDA is a quag¬ 
mire known as plant site inspec¬ 
tion. In a strange and complex 
scenario, the FDA is requiring 
that Serono’s plant in Europe be 
inspected by U.S. officials 
before granting further 
approval. The plant is under 
construction (Serono is gearing 
up for increased production), 
and the past agreement with the 
FDA allowed for Swiss inspec¬ 
tion as being adequate. But 
according to Serono employees, 
the rules changed in May and 
the FDA will accept no inspec¬ 
tion but their own. The catch is 
that the FDA will not inspect 
any plant that is under construc¬ 
tion. Rules are, after all, rules. 

ACT UP meets RHGH 

Recombinant Human 

Growth Hormone first came to 
the attention of ACT UP Golden 
Gate activists last year, when 
Bill Thorne called a RHGH 
study site to inquire about a trial 
for AIDS wasting that he had 
heard about at a conference. He 
discovered that there was only 
one person enrolled, and that 
there were big problems finding 
participants. With much diffi¬ 
culty Thome learned that the 
selection criteria for the trial 
were so narrow that wasting 
patients were being excluded. 
Serono accepted Thorne’s rec¬ 


ommendations, and the study 
was filled in a short time. The 
data generated by this first study 
is the primary data that Serono 
has submitted to the FDA for 
treatment approval. Had it not 
been for activists, RHGH would 
have floundered at the starting 
gate. Thome states, “Serono’s 
incompetence has probably 
caused the deaths of people with 
AIDS.” 

One of the people Thorne 
helped recruit for a RHGH 
study was Mathew Sharp of 
ACT UP Golden Gate. After 
Sharp received the drug in June 
he put on 15 pounds in three 
weeks. His lean body mass 
increased, as his fat ratio 
decreased. 

Sharp said that he did not 
even know that he was wasting 
before he started taking RHGH. 
“Wasting sneaks up on you,” he 
said. “You lose the weight over 
a lorfg period of time and you 
get used to how you look.” 
AIDS-related wasting is clini¬ 
cally defined as a weight loss of 
over ten percent of normal body 
weight. Sharp speculates that 
“some people are wasting and 
don’t realize it.” It seemed for a 
while that he and others were 
back out of the woods: that was 
until they discovered that 
Serono had other plans - or 
rather, had no plans at all. 

Serono had made no 
allowance for people to keep 
taking the drug after 12 weeks. 
When Sharp and others realized 
there would be no continuation 
for those who risked life and 
limb in the study, they got on the 
phone and called several 
activists and friends. A national 
outcry arose, and Serono quick¬ 
ly shipped a new supply of 
Growth Hormone and arranged 
for patients to continue receiv¬ 
ing medication. Sharp seethed, 
“Serono’s major concern seems 
to be profit over saving lives.” 

According to Serono 
employees, RHGH is approved 
in over 20 countries worldwide 
and has been proven safe for use 
in children. But RHGH cannot 
be obtained in the U.S. legally 
unless the patient is a dwarf. 
RHGH is banned - by name - in 
the Federal Food Drug and 



Cosmetic Act, and misuse car¬ 
ries a five-year prison term 
under federal law. It seems that 
the government is more con¬ 
cerned with keeping body 
builders from abusing RHGH, 
than allowing people with AIDS 
a way to survive. ▼

abomination unto God” and made other controversial comments 
about gays and AIDS among African-American gays to a local 
reporter. 

Black lesbian and gay leaders and others immediately 
denounced Lumpkin’s comments and called for the African- 
American pastor of Ebenezer Baptist Church to resign. 

Lumpkin refused and gathered support from religious leaders, 
including Reverend Amos Brown of Third Baptist Church and 
Hamilton Square Baptist Church pastor Dr. David Innes. 

Jordan initially refused to remove the controversial preacher, 
despite severe criticism, citing Lumpkin’s free speech rights and 
the separation of church and state. 

The controversy escalated, however, when Lumpkin indicated 
his support of biblical passages that might justify stoning homo¬ 
sexuals to death. 

After Lumpkin refused to retract his comments supporting 
those passages, Jordan fired him, saying that the preacher was 
advocating violence and that he had compromised his position as 


Human Rights Commissioner. 

Jordan spokesman Noah Griffin said that Smith’s decision was 
not unexpected and that Jordan always believed that he had the 
right to determine whether an appointee’s statements would under¬ 
mine his mandate. 

Lumpkin was represented by the Rutherford Institute, a right 
wing legal group. 

Griffin said the Lumpkin controversy had been manipulated by 
fundamentalist religious bigots. 

“They don’t care for gay people and they are using the issue as 
a ruse to get at gay rights,” Griffin said. 

Lumpkin’s comments were “reprehensible and unacceptable,” 
Supervisor Carole Migden told the Bay Area Reporter. 

“The judge affirmed what the community realized early on: that 
Reverend Lumpkin’s blatantly discriminatory and hateful remarks 
affected his ability to serve on the Human Rights Commission,” 
she said. 

Migden said there was never serious dispute whether Jordan 
had the right to remove Lumpkin over his remarks, and now that 
the matter has been legally resolved, “it’s time to heal the wounds.” 

Rebuffed in the federal courts, Lumpkin is expected to pursue 
legal action at the state level over his dismissal. T

Author Paul Monette is one of the least likely people gay and 
AIDS activists would expect to appear as part of a formal reli¬ 
gious ceremony. His diatribes against religious intolerance are 
legendary: at the National Gay & Lesbian Task Force Creating 
Change Conference two years ago, he ripped apart the Pope’s pic¬ 
ture, a controversial act he replayed at GLAAD’s recent tribute to 
him. 

Nevertheless, Paul Monette was up there on the pulpit on 
Sunday, November 6, speaking at St. Thomas’ Episcopal 
Church’s Annual All Saints’ Day AIDS Mass in Hollywood. And 
yes, the Episcopalian Monette even took communion. But he 
observed the irony with humor throughout, with characteristic wit 
and candor. 

“Many of you know me as a committed atheist. But that’s more 
political than not, really,” Monette said from the pulpit, prompting 
some twitters of acknowledgment from his friends in the congre¬ 
gation. His atheism stems from a lifelong rage at the world’s reli¬ 
gious fundamentalists (“Somehow I came out of my cradle getting 
angry at fundamentalists”) and the “pernicious affect” they have as 
they’ve tried to co-opt the Gospel, the spirit, and the soul. 

“In the crunch of life and death where I find myself, I find that 
I need God as much as anyone. My definition of God is typically 
very intellectual, but what suits me. I’m most moved by Paul 
Tillich’s idea of God as ‘the ground of Being.’ And I’m able to 
meditate on that and fill the world with spirit when I can do it. It’s 
not all the time. 

“One of the great difficulties of AIDS and being a person with 
AIDS is to somehow accept and live in spite of the process of 
diminishing,” Monette said, adding that he “isn’t sure when the 
end is going to be” but he is grateful to his loved ones for “mak¬ 


ing it possible to see that there is more left.” 

Fortunately, Monette said, he hasn’t been in a great deal of 
pain. His days consist of doctors appointments and taking medi¬ 
cines all day long. What he has learned about suffering, he says, 
is that it can be “very very bor¬ 
ing in a way, banal. You feel 
inert about it. You get to feel 
after awhile that you’re suffer¬ 
ing from an illness of the 
soul.” 

The second lesson suffering 
brings is how to deal with grief 
- “the isolation, the betrayal of 
grief, and the sense there’s 
nothing that can change.” 

At this, the “hardest time of 
your life,” the ill person or the 
caregiver must assume the 
“spiritual task,” he said. This is 
when “you have to do the most 
spiritual work - but it’s neces¬ 
sary because you have to 
somehow resolve life and pre¬ 
pare for death, especially in a 
culture where death is so 
taboo.” 

“A lot of times I don’t want to do the spiritual work,” he 
acknowledged. “I’d rather just stay with the banality and boredom 
and let it all pass over me and take another nap. But if I can find 
a place on the ground of Being in myself, then I’ve found a place 
for the holy and a place that will comfort me even in these diffi¬ 
cult times.” ▼

The Return of the Chocolate-Smeared Woman

8 1 V aren Finley is back. 
|| The artist who mixes 
rill* shamanic incantation, 
55 ^ rage and rant, and who 
was made infamous by Evans 
and Novak’s description of her 
as “that chocolate-smeared 
young woman,” is touring her 
new show, A Certain Level of 
Denial. 

She couldn’t have chosen a 
better time. After last week’s 
Republican congressional 
sweep, which signals, it seems, 
the waning days of the National 
Endowment for the Arts, Karen 
Finley reminds us as much as 
anyone what is at stake in the 
culture wars with the right wing. 
In 1989, her NEA grant was 
canceled because of supposedly 
obscene, disturbing content (the 
cancellation was overturned by 
the courts). And last week in 
Chicago, Finley faced fresh 
opposition to her'art when her 
new show was canceled. The 
ACLU is looking into charges of 
censorship. The law used 
against her in Chicago typifies 
the troubles she encounters - an 
ordinance prohibiting nudity 


and liquor in the same venue 
intended to regulate strip joints. 

“My work is not a sex show,” 
Karen Finley says. In fact, while 
often funny, her work is not 
about pleasure at all. She plun¬ 
ders trauma, turning private pain 
into force. Making people aware 
of pain, she says, is one of her 
jobs. When she uses nudity in 
her own shows (which she fre¬ 
quently does), she does so not to 
sexually arouse her audience,

Concerted Effort 


Ians were announced last week for San 
1 Francisco’s biggest live performance 
benefit in the fight against AIDS - 
“Classical Action: A Concert-ed Effort 
Against AIDS.” This unprecedented event marks 
the first time that all participants - the San 
Francisco Ballet, San Francisco Symphony, San 
Francisco Performances and the San Francisco 
Opera - will donate their services to raise an antic¬ 
ipated $1 million in the fight against AIDS. 

“Classical Action: A Concert-ed Effort Against 
AIDS” will get under way at 8 p.m. Monday, 
February 20, 1995. The benefit will bring to San 
Francisco top-rank artists from the classical per¬ 
forming arts world and the entertainment industry 
in addition to the San Francisco Symphony, San 
Francisco Opera and San Francisco Ballet.

Jon Anthony. The piece will be sung by the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus and conducted by 
San Francisco Ballet Music Director Denis de 
Coteau. 

The first half of the performance will take place 
at Davies Symphony Hall and the second half at 
the War Memorial Opera House. The benefit is 
being produced by the San Francisco-based Tides 
Foundation in conjunction with “Classical Action: 
Performing Arts Against AIDS,” a not-for-profit 
organization based in New York that raises funds 
and AIDS awareness through the performing arts 
community. 

Funds raised by the event will be shared by 
three organizations: 50 percent will benefit the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation; 40 percent will 
be disbursed in grants to AIDS service projects in 
San Francisco by the Tides Foundation; and 10 
percent will be used by Classical Action fundrais¬ 
ers to provide seed money for similar benefits in 
other cities. T

‘Scenes From My Love Life’and ‘Seven Menus’ 

The Art of Lust, Fugue

early three months 
after its August pre¬ 
miere, the clever, 
funny, very gay 
Scenes From My Love Life is 
still going strong. 

Director/writer Ronnie 
Larsen has moved his epic about 
phone sex, personal ads, sex 
clubs and the gay male libido 
from the Rhino basement to the 
slightly more tony environs of 
the New Conservatory, and he’s 
replaced most of the original 
cast. Larsen and producer Caryn 
Horwitz have done what many 
production teams do when their 
“little show that could” settles in 
for a long run: they’ve boosted 
their show with the dubious 
“treat” of a special guest star. In 
this case, the guest star, local 
drag fave Matthew Martin, 
brings a wonderful burst of 
energy and a heady dose of star 
power to what was already a 
sprightly, insightful evening. 

As Gene, the show’s drag 
queen (there’s one of just about 
everything in Larsen’s equal 
opportunity lust fest), Martin 
shines in the lip-synched num¬ 
bers added to take full advan¬ 
tage of his talents. While it’s no 
surprise that Martin, whose 
Bette Davis turns in Whatever 
Happened to B.B. Jane? and 
Hush Up, Sweet Charlotte were 
highlights of those shows, can

camp it up deliciously when 
swinging to a Peggy Lee tune, 
the true delight of watching 
Martin in action comes in his 
dramatic scenes. The character 
of Gene, pharmacist by day, 
diva by night, is more fleshed 
out through Martin’s perfor¬ 
mance. Watching him go from 
his fantasy female persona - a 
star! - to his real life male per¬ 
sona rejected by purveyors of 
ultra masculine flesh skulking 
about Blow Buddies is more 
poignant than it was originally. 
The script also calls for Gene to 
wander through the action 
singing snippets of torch songs. 



& 
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a wonderful parody of David 
Mamet in which four of his 
ultra-macho plays are given a 
slightly distilled, very funny run 
through in about ten minutes 
with surprisingly little left out. 
The showpiece of the evening is 
the final play, Foreplay or: The 
Art of the Fugue. Set in a minia¬ 
ture golf course, we watch 
Chuck try to set the ladies on 
fire with his golfer’s repartee - 
“Ooh, nice lay. It’s a golfing 
term, completely innocent. Heh, 
heh.” - at three distinct periods 
in his life: early adulthood, mid¬ 
dle age and old age. The fugue 
portion of the title refers to 
when all three Chucks are on 
stage at the same time. The dia¬ 
logue overlaps creating a rhyth¬ 
mic, musical round of dialogue 
between the Chucks and the 
women he is attempting to 
seduce. Ives captures every 
nuance of each age, and 
director Mazer and her actors 
never miss a beat in this 
stunning, albeit tiny, piece 
of theatre. {Seven Menus 
continues through 

December 11 at the 
Phoenix Theatre, call 
621-4423 for infor¬ 
mation.) ▼ 


In the original production, this 
came across as affected, but 
with Martin’s sure voice and 
strong dramatic delivery, these 
moments are poignant and serve 
to highlight the melancholy just 
under the surface of the comedy. 

Apart from Martin, the new 
members of Larsen’s cast bring 
a fresh energy to the play. Tradd 
David Keaton as Chris the opera 
queen is quirky and boyish 
where the original Chris was 
straight-laced and repressed. 
Handsome Eric Flom as John, 
the Blow Buddies regular, adds 
a needed jolt of hunky beefcake 
to the action. After all, if you’re 
doing a play about gay men and 
sex, it’s a good idea to have at 
least one cast member to ogle. It 
helps, too, that Flom is a capa¬ 
ble actor with some nice comic 
moments.

but as a means of establishing vulnerability, 
intensifying her connection to the audience. 
It’s a strategy which undermines any easy def¬ 
inition of obscenity. 

Nudity allows her to use the female body as 
a stage for transformation and transgression. 
The work that was vilified by Evans and 
Novak, We Keep Our Victims Ready, included 
an intensely political examination of women’s 
relation to their bodies. In that piece, she 
stripped in order to expose bulimia and body 
obsessions. Then she slathered herself in 
chocolate, crying out, “My life is worth noth¬ 
ing but shit.” Gradually she sprinkled herself 
with red candies, white sprouts and tinsel until 
she was tarted up in a perversely Las Vegas sort 
of costume. She was playing the attractiveness 
game in such a way that it was rendered totally 
absurd. But the suffering was intact, which 
made the game itself seem intolerable and 
unjust. This, to Evans and Novak, was indistin¬ 
guishable from smut. 

Finley has said that after the suicide of her 


father, his “invisible emotions” were what she 
wanted to start working with. Finley’s work 
has continued to pay attention to victims, deal¬ 
ing with AIDS, homelessness, sexism and 
racism. Blasting suffering at the audience in a 
kind of cathartic call, her performances spread 
horrified compassion into the audience, like a 
virus. 

The work she is bringing to San Francisco, 
A Certain Level of Denial, continues her pas¬ 
sionate exorcisms of pain and repression. It’s 
described as a series of fables and declama¬ 
tions invoking the voices of women struggling 
with sexism, AIDS sufferers and others. It has 
toured nationally and garnered favorable 
notices, including this one from the New York 
Times: “Her furious cry from the heart was so 
intense it reduced the audience to stunned 
silence, and demonstrated that Ms. Finley has 
grown into a performer of spellbinding charis¬ 
ma.” This is a show worth checking out. ▼

New Zealand’s Not-So Heavenly Creatures 

Basic Matricidal Instinct

H eavenly Creatures is a 
feature film based on a 
real-life murder that 
scandalized the city of 
Christchurch in 1954 and retains 
a place in the hearts of New 
Zealanders to this day. You’d 
have to cross Lizzie Borden 
with Leopold and Loeb to 
approximate the magnitude of 
taboo-breaking thrill involved. 
In a nutshell: two schoolgirls in 
a lesbian phase conspired to 
bludgeon one of their mothers to 
death. They did the deed in cold 
blood out of revenge for their 
parents’ plan to separate them. 

Whattastory. Woman-to- 
woman matricide, a crime we 
don’t see enough of. Young 
dykes crazy in love, ditto. Plus, 
there’s a class issue: both girls 
are white, but one’s upper-mid¬ 
dle and one’s working class. 
(Naturally, it’s the working- 
class mummy who gets it in the 
cranium.) And there’s the fasci¬ 
nating link between their cre¬ 
ativity and their violence: 
Pauline and Juliet consider 
themselves literary geniuses. 
Just as the young Brontes 
dreamed-up the kingdom of 
Angria before going on to write 
masterpieces, these two created 
Borovnia before turning to 
homicide. 

Doesn’t that sound like great 
material? How could a film go 
wrong when those are the mere 
facts out of which to shape 
something truly grisly? Do you 
really want to know? By bend¬ 
ing over backwards to explain 
the mysterious hearts of its two 
anti-heroines. Heavenly 

Creatures reduces to one big, 
overproduced, missed opportu¬ 
nity. 

Pauline Parker, as played by 
screen debutante Melanie 
Lynskey, is a chubby-faced, 
curly-maned brunette given to 
Beethoven-like scowls. She’s 
the one seen bashing her moth¬ 
er’s head to pulp with a brick 
wrapped in a stocking at the end 
of the film. She’s the one keep¬ 
ing the diary that will send both 
girls briefly up the river. She’s 
also the one who survived 
prison to become Scotland’s 


popular mystery writer Anne 
Perry - which is a whole other 
story. Unfortunately, the young 
actress communicates little 
about the inner intensity that 
inspired “Paul” first to matricide 
and later to best-selling pulp 
sublimation. 

Maybe she never really had a 
chance. Director Peter Jackson, 
co-scenarist Frances Walsh and 
producer Jim Booth have con¬ 
structed a circumstantially accu¬ 
rate illustration of the facts of 
the case. So far so good. But 
when they unleashed their 
grown-up cinematic techniques 
on the teenage murderers’ fanta¬ 
sy life, they produced an over- 
the-top trivialization. Instead of 
Jean Genet’s Maids, we get Walt 
Disney’s Fantasia. 

This strange mix of reverent 
realism and irrelevant surreal¬ 
ism has the disarming effect of 
making banal the heinous crime 
of matricide, while removing its 
compulsive glamour. We’re light 
years away from Hitchcock, 
Chandler or Cain. Stripped of its 
awe and sexiness, the taboo of 
murdering one’s mother comes 
across as a mere logistical prob¬ 
lem - one that hardly seems 
worth the bother. Devoid of sex¬ 
ual mystery, psychological ten¬ 
sion and good old-fashioned 
suspense, the whole film feels 
like exposition. Even the subjec¬ 
tive camera serves an objective 
purpose: to explain away the 
adolescent frame of mind. Baby 
butch Paul and precocious 
blonde femme Juliet (Kate 
Winslet), self-consciously pre¬ 
sentational in their play-acting, 
never really lose themselves to 
their dementia. 

The film’s big artistic gamble 
was the decision to “construct 
over 70 full-sized, latex cos¬ 
tumes to represent the 
Borovnian crowds,” to quote the 
press kit. Ostensibly based on 
the clay figurines Paul and Juliet 
spend their feverish leisure-time 
modeling, these lumpen gray 
monstrosities take up far too 
much screentime, distract from 
the storyline and make a mock¬ 
ery of the girls’ imaginative 
powers. Did the mad young 
geniuses really dream in plas¬ 
ticine? Or were the filmmakers

Bjorn Again, ABBA’S Biggest Fans 

Bring Back the Oldies

III ’ve been obsessed with 
Swedish pop group ABBA 
for nearly 15 years. Hence, 
I wasn’t sure what to 
expect from Australian cover 
group Bjorn Again, who 
appeared at the Fillmore last 
week. 

For several years, Gavin 
Charles (Bjorn), Dorina Morelli 
(Frida), Peter “Gus” Ryan 
(Benny), and Janette Stuart 
(Agnetha) have traveled the 
world impersonating ABBA, 
one of the most successful acts 
in the history of the universe. 
Hip young rock stars such as 
Nirvana’s Kurt Cobain (late of 
this world; into the next) and the 
Lush girls repeatedly praised 


Bjorn Again in the British music 
press. The quartet has released 
several records endowed with 
that inimitable ABBA charm: 
high-pitched vocal harmoniz¬ 
ing, lots of synthesizers and a 
driving drum beat. They look 
like ABBA, dress like ABBA 
and sound like ABBA. 

But they aren’t ABBA. 
Fortunately, what I feared 
would be a karaoke-tinged dis¬ 
aster turned out to be a highly- 
professional, memorable trib¬ 
ute. Top-rate musicianship, two 
gifted singers - at times 
Agnetha and Frida sounded so 
much like their namesakes it 
was downright eerie - and a 
sense of fun made this the most 
enjoyable show I’ve been to this

cutting costs on a well-outfitted 
medieval village? Were they 
perhaps worried that a truly 
compelling dream world might 
have a corrupting influence on 
young viewers? Long on repul¬ 
sion and short on attraction, the 
gleaming, bloated humanoids 
become the film’s most perverse 
mystery. 

There’s also much too much 


of Mario Lanza singing “Be My 
Love” and “The Donkey 
Serenade,” onscreen and off, 
comprising the most damning 
piece of evidence against Paul 
and Juliet’s aesthetic. 

The film’s pumped-up pro¬ 
duction values can’t quite cover- 
up for its fear of intimacy. 
Another nice little sordid 
tragedy has been blown up 


beyond recognition into a full- 
color technical nightmare, com¬ 
plete with digital manipulation 
and morphing. Instead of film 
noir, we have film blanc: a 
white-wash. There ought to be a 
law. ▼

Boito’s ‘Mefistofele’ 

Middling Effort

T he San Francisco 
Opera’s disastrous 
1994 season has taken 
another giant step into 
provincialism with its produc¬ 
tion of Boito’s Mefistofele, 
unveiled Sunday, November 13 
at the War Memorial Opera 
House. 

Though Robert Carsen’s pro¬ 
duction had been seen at the 
War Memorial before - in 1989 
- it fit into the current season 
perfectly as it undercut Boito’s 
work at every opportunity and 
poked fun at the very thing it 
should have been serving. The 
main difference between 
Carsen’s work and most of resi¬ 
dent designer Gerard Howland’s 
is that there was more stuff 
onstage Sunday afternoon than 
has usually been the case this 
season. 

Sensational Ramey 

Fortunately, Samuel Ramey’s 
Mefistofele was glorious. He 
was in stunning voice, dark, 
effortless and with a sense of 
authority I have not heard from 
him before. While he did not 
erase memories of some of his 
great predecessors in the role, 
neither was he overshadowed by 
them. His performance was the 
one bright spot of the afternoon. 

The soprano wing of the ros¬ 
ter was considerably less effec¬ 
tive. Aprile Millo, about whom 
so much was written during the 
Trovatores she didn’t - and then 
did - sing earlier this season. 


was Margherita. Her once rich 
voice sounded quite worn, and 
what once was a vibrato has 
blossomed into a full-fledged 
wobble. Was she still ill? 
Twenty-five years ago casting 
Carol Neblett as Elena would 
have made a lot of sense. Her 
looks have held up admirably. 

Richard Margison was in 
there pitching as Faust. Like the 
Energizer Bunny and its drum, 
Margison was still going at the 
end. One seldom had trouble 
hearing him. But despite an 
occasional elegant phrase, most 
of the time his was a workman¬ 
like performance. 

Judith Christin’s Marta and 
Elizabeth Bishop’s Pantalis 
were both effective, as was Ian 
Robertson’s chorus. 

Conductor Julius Rudel 
seemed to have a rather recalci¬ 
trant orchestra on his hands for 
much of the time, yet he man¬ 
aged to lead a nicely-paced per¬ 
formance that was considerate 
of the singers without being 
overly indulgent. This is a skill 
too seldom appreciated in the 
operatic world. 

Unlike the musical treat¬ 
ments of Goethe’s Faust by 
Berlioz and Gounod, Boito’s 
Mefistofele actually delves a bit 
into Part II of the work. Alas, 
none of these composers set 
Goethe’s final scene involving 
Mefistofele, when the Devil, to 
his amazement (and no doubt 
the unsuspecting reader’s), sud¬ 
denly finds himself falling in 
love with some of the boy 
angels whom he had found so 


irritating only pages before: 
“They are such charming boys, I 
rather like the view./...With 
every glance I like your beauty 
more./Come nearer, please; 
grant me at least a wink!/...You, 
tall one, are the fairest boy I’ve 


ever seen;/...Do look at me with 
just a little lust!/...They turn 
around - I see them from 
behind!/The little rogues are all- 
too-appetizing!” (It’s nice to 
know that the aging Goethe 
understood the phenomenon of 


puppies so well in the early 
1800s.) 

Despicable Production 

But then, had Boito added 
this humorous, touching scene, 
it no doubt would have been 
destroyed by the production, as 
was the rest of this opera. To cite 
only one instance, in Carsen’s 
version of the opera, the 
Witches Sabbath in Act II is not 
Boito’s night of terror, a power¬ 
ful exploration of the dark side 
of unrestrained sexuality, but a 
tacky, drunken suburban birth¬ 
day party complete with party 
hats and even fake genitals for 
some of the men. When Mefisto 
is handed the world, it is trivial¬ 
ized to being only a hastily 
blown up blue balloon. This is 
not pointing up the humor in the 
work, it is laughing at the opera 
itself. 

Time after time on Sunday 
afternoon the audience politely 
greeted the production’s “points” 
with indulgent chuckles. If only 
our San Francisco audience 
could forget its well-bred polite¬ 
ness just once and react the way 
a Neapolitan operatic audience 
does when it finds something 
insulting to its intelligence and in 
despicable taste. Maybe then the 
board of directors would be 
forced to realize that something 
is very wrong at the War 
Memorial this season. ▼

year. 

Bjorn Again bounced onto 
the stage of the Fillmore in 
coordinated kung-fu inspired 
outfits galloping to the rhythm 
of “Waterloo.” They deftly 
worked their way through the 
ABBA catalog: “SOS,” “Does 
Your Mother Know” and “The 
Winner Takes It All.” Agnetha 
and Frida emphasized mean¬ 
ingful phrases with appropri¬ 
ate hand gestures, while Bjorn 
and Benny (plus a drummer 
and bassist) did an exemplary 
job of capturing the ABBA 
wall of sound. 

They focused on the early, 
goofy ABBA songs such as 
“Mama Mia” and “Honey 
Honey,” which were the most 
popular with the crowd. 
Audience participation was 
encouraged: Agnetha and 
Frida had almost everybody 
doing a rather complicated 
hip-wiggling and finger-dial¬ 
ing dance routine to “Ring 
Ring,” and several times we 
were encouraged to sing along 
to songs such as “Fernando.” 
By show’s end, the Fillmore 
seethed with euphoric pop 
bliss. 

Enlightened or stupid? 

Great pop music, like 
ABBA’s, transcends class, 
gender and sexual orientation. 
The 1000-plus crowd at the 
Fillmore consisted largely of 


straight youngsters, which was 
surprising, considering that 
Bjom Again owe their success 
in large part to the gay audi¬ 
ences who patronized their 
first shows in Melbourne. 
ABBA’s kitsch factor and diva 
quotient made them a gay 
favorite, and either the straight 
kids at the Bjom Again show 
didn’t pick up on the gay ele¬ 
ments or they didn’t care. I 
suspect these are the same kids 
who attend the Green Day 
arena shows opened by San 
Francisco’s homocore Pansy 
Division, who’ve undoubtedly 
grown accustomed to playing 
their explicitly gay sets under 
showers of spit and pennies. I 
stood in the audience at Bjom 
Again not knowing if gay sen¬ 
sibility was being ignorantly 
coopted or if I was witnessing 
an enlightened, liberated 
groovefest. 

The opening act. 
Screaming Divas, an a cappel- 
la female quintet, were 
painfully bad: poor material, 
inept harmonies and lots of 
off-key screeching. Enrique 
was there too. What the 
ensemble lacked in skill they 
made up for with stylish cos¬ 
tumes, silly dance routines and 
a pair of hot go-go thangs who 
revved at the sides of the stage. 
Any act that can meld so effec¬ 
tively the Kenny Rogers/Dolly 
Parton duet “Islands in the 
Stream” with Styx’s “Mr. 
Roboto” into an over-the-top 
AM radio epic is okay in my 
book. T 
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Corigliano’s Elegy to the Devastation of AIDS 

Symphonic Epitaph 


by Paul Thomason 

W hen composer John 
Corigliano first saw 
the AIDS Memorial 
Quilt he says it 
turned him into “a vegetable.” 
He was so moved by the experi¬ 
ence and by his own feelings of 
loss for his friends who have 
died, that he spent two years 
turning his feelings into music. 


The result was his first sympho¬ 
ny which the San Francisco 
Symphony is performing in con¬ 
certs at Davies Symphony Hall 
November 30 through 
December 3. 

“Maybe the Vietnam 
Memorial comes the closest to 
the Quilt,” Corigliano says. “It 
has managed at the same time to 
combine the vastness of the 
tragedy with the intimacy of 
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each personal tragedy, and not 
lose either. I’ve never seen 
another memorial do that. If you 
have a memorial that says, ‘Six 
Million Died’ then you just have 
the vastness, but you don’t feel 
that incredible urgency of each 
human being that’s gone. And 
when you see a child dying of 
leukemia you feel the intimacy, 
but you can’t feel the vastness of 
the tragedy. 

“But every time you look at 
one of the panels in the quilt, it’s 
a totally intimate experience, 
and then you raise your eyes and 
there’s a sea of them. You’re hit 
in the gut by the thousands of 
personal tragedies, all at the 
same time. Yet none of them 
diminishes the others at all. 
Each one of the panels is so 
strong, and then when you see 
them together you just can’t 
believe...you just can’t believe 
it,” he finishes very quietly. 
“That’s the reason I thought of 
the symphony, because music 
can also be vast and intimate at 
the same time.” 

A Big Statement 

Corigliano chose the form of 
a symphony for his music 
because “there is no bigger 
statement a symphonic compos¬ 
er can make than a symphony. 
For me, it is the pinnacle of 
Western concert music, and I 
wanted something that was a big 
statement about this big tragedy. 

“It’s not an AIDS sympho¬ 
ny,” the composer explains, “it’s 
a symphony that is inspired by 
feelings of loss from AIDS. 
There’s a difference. It’s not a 
programmatic piece, it’s a sym¬ 
phony.” 

It was important for the com¬ 
poser not to write a program¬ 
matic piece because he did not 
want to limit the work to being 
an “AIDS piece” and thus, per¬ 
haps, limit the audience. In his 
forward to the work (reprinted 
in the SF Symphony program 
booklet) he wrote, “I decided to 


relate the first three movements 
of the symphony to three life¬ 
long musician-friends. In the 
third movement, still other 
friends are recalled in a quilt¬ 
like interweaving of the motivic 
melodies.” 

Staying Abstract 

William Hoffman, the libret¬ 
tist of Corigliano’s opera, The 
Ghosts of Versailles , eulogized 
the friends with short sentences 
which the composer set to 
music. The words themselves 
are not used in the symphony 
and, though the friends’ names 
are printed in the score next to 
the musical phrases they 
inspired, the names are not 
printed in the program. 

Corigliano did this deliber¬ 
ately to help the piece reach a 
wider audience. “It’s not like 
mentioning Rock Hudson. Most 
people would not have an asso¬ 
ciation to the names, they’re my 
friends, my loved ones, my 
memories. I wanted people to 
hear the work as a symphony 
and the more I started mention¬ 
ing about specific people, the 
less the audience would be able 
to listen to the piece in an 
abstract way. 

“This is a very difficult bal¬ 
ance to do when you’re talking 
about something that’s around 
us the way AIDS is. It’s much 
akin to when Shostakovich 
wrote his Leningrad Symphony. 
When the Russians heard that 
they were hearing it with differ¬ 
ent ears than when we hear it. 
They were hearing the troops 
arriving and all that. I didn’t 
want my symphony to be a 
piece that could only be listened 
to in terms of one thing. The 
human condition it speaks 
about, death and loss, is univer¬ 
sal. It’s only magnified by the 
plague’s scale and it also has a 
political ramification because of 
the situation in our country.” 

The symphony is dedicated 
to Corigliano’s friend, pianist 


Sheldon Shkolnik. “Shelly was 
never my lover, we never went 
to bed together. But I will never 
love anyone more. I can start 
with my personal feelings, feel¬ 
ings for Shelly and the others, 
but personal feelings are not 
pieces of music,” he says. “The 
result [of the two years’ work] is 
a 43 minute piece of music that 
was inspired by the feelings, but 
has become something quite dif¬ 
ferent. It’s taken on a life of its 
own.” 

Corigliano’s Symphony No. 
1 has, indeed, taken on a life of 
its own. The recording of the 
work by Daniel Barenboim and 
the Chicago Symphony has won 
numerous awards, including two 
1992 Grammy Awards for Best 
Contemporary Classical 

Composition and Best 
Orchestral Performance. The 
San Francisco Symphony was 
the second orchestra to play the 
piece in 1991, and it is taking 
the unusual step of bringing it 
back within a few years of its 
debut with the orchestra. 

Alasdair Neale, the orches¬ 
tra’s associate conductor, who 
will be conducting the concerts, 
says he was “very committed to 
doing it again. I was very affect¬ 
ed by the piece when I first 
heard it and felt very close to it. 
On a purely musical level it was 
a great success with the audi¬ 
ence and had a lot of critical 
acclaim. We needed to do it 
again. And from the standpoint 
of the subject matter and the 
whole AIDS situation, it’s not 
going away and it’s certainly as 
relevant today as it was three 
years ago. We need to keep 
awareness up and not think, 
‘Oh, we’ve done our bit.’” ▼

While not exactly the heir 
apparent to Sacramento’s cud- 
dly-but-now-defunct Tiger Trap, 
Juned could be considered a can¬ 
didate for Sassy magazine’s 
“Cute Band Alert.” But what dis¬ 
tinguishes them from the afore¬ 
mentioned band, however, is an 
underlying darkness that punctu¬ 
ates many of their songs, pro¬ 
pelled by Leslie Hardy’s bass 
and Lenny Rennals’ drums. But 
it’s Claudia Groom’s stunning 
guitar work that truly sets them 
apart from their contemporaries. 
Obviously an accomplished 
player, she turns what would oth¬ 
erwise be just a typical rocker 
like “So White” into a shimmer¬ 
ing slide-guitar rush of emotion. 

Their self-titled debut record 
has just been released on the 
indie Seattle label, Up Records. 
With its vintage photo of two 
drag queens on the cover, it 
should be an easy one to spot. 

Come - emotional 
convulsion 

Following Juned’s set were 
Boston’s Come. I used to think 
of the band’s moniker as a 
noun, but after seeing them live. 
I’m starting to think that it’s 
meant more as an action verb. 

With jagged spurts of blues- 
drenched guitars and dark out¬ 
bursts of raging vocals, Come’s 
music is like a violent emotion¬ 


al convulsion. Thalia Zedek, the 
band’s fearsome lead vocalist 
and guitarist, doesn’t sing so 
much as snarl, and it came as no 
surprise that her guitar had a 
sticker on it that said “Hate.” 

This is not the kind of band 
that one takes to immediately. 
There is something deeply dis¬ 
turbing about Come’s music, but 
it’s not obvious. Upon the first 
few listens of their just-released 
second album, Don 7 Ask, Don 7 
Tell, I wasn’t even sure I liked it. 
That is, until I heard them live. 
Playing in near darkness - at the 
band’s request - Thalia came off 
as one scary-looking, angry 
dyke, screaming out lines like, 
“Honey don’t you ever try to 
walk away from my loving 
fists,” from the heavy-hitting 
song “String.” There is manic 
urgency in her words, delivered 
in a voice made scratchy from 
too many cigarettes. Her songs 
are dark ruminations on fucked- 
up relationships, frightening in 


their naked honesty. Backed by 
bandmates who know how to 
complement her stinging words 
with riffs thick and heavy. Come 
packs an emotional wallop. 

I'm in love with a male 
rock-god 

After disappearing for a few 
months to tour the rest of the 
country, local scene-mongers 
Alcohol of Fame are back! 
Celebrate their triumphant 
return to San Francisco this 
Saturday, Nov. 26, at the Crash 
Palace (628 Divisadero St.). 
Featuring ex-members of 4 
Non-Blondes, Malibu Barbi and 
Pieces of Lisa, Alcohol of Fame 
seems poised for greatness. 
Besides being comprised of a 
bunch of cool rock-and-roll 
dykes who really know how to 
play hard, I completely dig the 
fact that they take traditional 
rock band gender roles and turn 
them on their ear.

“He was all over the map, 
with his pictures and in his life. 
He wanted it all,” says David 
Chierichetti, who published a 
1973 film-by-film oral history 
of the director of Easy Living, 
Hold Back the Dawn, Lady in 
the Dark and many others. At 
the time, Chierichetti couldn’t 
tell the “complete” truth about 
Leisen, partly because of his 
book’s format and partly 
because its subject and his asso¬ 
ciates were of an era when “the 
love that dare not speak its 
name” usually didn’t. 

After publishing Hollywood 
Director: The Career of 
Mitchelt Leisen, Chierichetti, a 
Los Angeles teacher who has 
worked in and written about 
Hollywood, continued to gather 
information about the director. 
When an opportunity emerged 
to revise the book, the author 
jumped at the chance. 

Like Cukor, Leisen was 
pegged a “woman’s director,” 
though like his MGM counter¬ 
part he helmed everything from 
westerns to musicals. A skilled 
designer, he faced the addition¬ 
al rap that, as Lady in the Dark 
star Ginger Rogers put it, his 
“interest was in the window 
draperies and the sets, not in the 
people and their emotions.” 

Leisen’s collaborations with 
a forceful dialogue coach did 
nothing to allay suspicions 
about his directing abilities, but 
it seems unlikely that he could 
have survived so long merely 
fronting for others. This past 
summer, Chierichetti discussed 
Leisen’s life and how the sexu¬ 
ality of this complicated man 
interfaced with his career. 



Daniel Mangin: Like many 
of your sources, Anne Baxter 
told a watered-down story 
about Leisen in the 1970s but 
later was more forthcoming. 

David Chierichetti: She and I 
had a mutual friend who told 
her I was writing a book about 
Leisen and she said, “Oh, the 
poor man, that was a terrible 
thing that happened.” That he 
got fired from Bedevilled. 

I immediately wrote and 
asked her to please tell me 
more. Mitch was still alive then. 
I got a letter back in which she 
said she really didn’t remember 
that much, which is not what 
she told my friend. 

Years later, she and I had a 
long phone conversation. I said 
that my book had been out 10 
years and no harm could be 
done if she told what really hap¬ 
pened, and she kind of unwill¬ 
ingly did. A lot of people had 
been unwilling to say anything 
bad about him or unpleasant 
when he was still alive - even 
people who didn’t like him. 

Did his personality shift that 
greatly in the late ’30s? 

Yes, although it didn’t 
change overnight, it did change 
pretty quickly after the Big 
Broadcast of 1938. Friends 
always referred to that as the 
“heart attack,” but I also think 
he had a nervous breakdown. 

Because his companion 
Eddie Anderson left him to get 
married. 

We don’t know exactly what 
was going on, but everyone pre¬ 
sumed they were lovers. No, 
they didn’t at the time, because 


Eddie taught Mitchell how to 
fly an airplane and Mitchell 
made Eddie his assistant direc¬ 
tor. Everybody assumed they 
were just two bachelors living 
together. 

In retrospect, everyone 
assumed they were lovers. But 
he also had a relationship with 
Natalie - she worked on his 
films, too. And he married 
Stella Yeager - who performed 
with the San Francisco Opera, 
by the way. And was close to 
[actor/choreographer] Billy 
Daniels. 

Juggling quite a bit, wasn’t 
he? 

Ray Milland said that 
Mitchell was talented in so 
many directions that one thing 
was always competing with the 
other. He did beautiful paintings 
and sculptures. I even have a 
picture of him making up 
Paulette Goddard on the set of 
Kitty. The director! Movies 
were really the only art that 
allowed him to do so many dif¬ 
ferent things. It carried over into 
his private life. 

He never gave any clues 
about that? 

He did, but our role model 
with that series was Peter 
Bogdanovich and his books 
about John Ford and Allan 
Dwan. The point was to get 
away from the personal and 
concentrate on the artist, which 
most books about Hollywood 
talents didn’t do at the time. 

I knew things about Mitchell 
from my friendship with 
Natalie, who later on had mar¬ 
ried the screenwriter Dwight 
Taylor - he’s the son of the 
great actress Laurette Taylor 
and wrote Top Hat and The Gay 
Divorcee - but I would have 
been abusing their confidences 
terribly if I’d brought up what 
they’d said. 

In fact, the whole nature of 
Natalie’s relationship with 
Mitchell didn’t become clear to 
me until he died. I always 
assumed he was gay, that he had 
a marriage of convenience to 
Stella Yeager. But it was more 
complex than that and it would 
shift from month to month. He 
was living with her at times. 

What happened to Natalie 
then? 

That’s a good question. What 
happened to Billy Daniels, too? 

He was stashed in an apart¬ 
ment somewhere? 

Yes. Mitchell loved those 
women, and with guys it wasn’t 
just Billy. He was having sex 
with various other men. Life 
was very complex back then in 
Hollywood, but the trouble is 
that time is passing and there 
are fewer people around who 
have the news. 

Did you try to hint at the 
truth in the ’70s? 

Mitchell died suddenly, after 
I’d turned in the manuscript to 
Leonard Maltin, my editor. I 
said, “I’ve got to add a page and 
explain some of this. It’s too 
confusing.” So I wrote that 
Mitchell was bisexual. But it 
was tricky. 

I’m sure you’re aware of 
Ginger Rogers ’ complaints 
about Leisen, yet he describes 
going to great lengths to help 
her craft a performance. 

He tried. I never tried to 


interview her because I thought 
from her [1991] autobiography 
that she must have read my ear¬ 
lier edition. She sort of point by 
point addresses what he says. 

It’s amazing how two people 
could have such opposite per¬ 
ceptions. 

Well, that’s the historian’s 
problem. Who’s right? Before 
she died, I talked to Evelyn 
Venable, who starred in the first 
two pictures for which Mitchell 
got full credit. Cradle Song and 
Death Takes a Holiday. “He 
gave me everything I needed,” 
she said. 

So why the notion that he 
didn’t direct? 

In the ’40s, Mitchell met up 
with Phyllis Seaton, a dialogue 
director. A lot of directors, like 
De Mille, had problems with 
her, but they knew if they cast 
Paulette Goddard they had to 
have Phyllis - otherwise there’d 
be no performance. It was like 
the people later with Marilyn 
Monroe. 

Seaton had influence, though 
Olivia de Havilland said that 
while Phyllis did more than dia¬ 
logue directors usually did, on 
de Havilland’s pictures with 
Leisen, the concept was his. 
When I first wrote the book, 
Phyllis was the mayor of 
Beverly Hills, so I had to be 
very careful. I was scared to 
death of her as most people 
were. 

If she’d been a man would 
she have been a director? 

Undoubtedly. Paramount 
told her she could direct to keep 
her working on Lady in the 
Dark. When it was finished, 
instead of letting her they said, 
“But you’re a woman.” They 
said they’d only made the 
promise so she wouldn’t leave 
the picture. 

She was very capable, but 
she was in the wrong era. As 
opposed to Mitchell, who in the 
’20s, ’30s and ’40s was in the 
perfect era for him. He would 
not exist well now. Even though 
there are more freedoms for gay 
people, his kind of movies are 
not being made now. 

Any regrets about what you 
didn’t ask him? 

So many people have asked 
me about what it was like to be 
gay in Hollywood in the ’20s. I 
think he would have told me, 
though he was planning to write 
an autobiography and may have 
been saving more personal 
things for that. But I don’t know 
that he could have revealed 
everything because gay people 
did not write autobiographies 
and tell all. Even Christopher 
Isherwood wasn’t talking that 
much at that time. But Mitchell 
didn’t lie about anything, either. 

You write that he was almost 
pushy in the 1940s about let¬ 
ting people know about his 
relationship with Billy Daniels. 

Oh, yes. I was around 
George Cukor a lot in the early 
’70s, too, and he had a smoke 
screen even then. That just was¬ 
n’t Mitchell’s way. T

The book, a collection of 
autobiographical essays that has 
already drawn raves from the 
likes of Ned Rorem, Christopher 
Bram and Michelangelo 
Signorile, is a Ulyssean journey 
into the self-awareness of a 
paranoid. As with James Joyce’s 
Leopold Bloom, we are led into 
a world that watches its main 
character sometimes with 
bemusement, sometimes with 
hostility - and Mass glares back, 
sometimes with ferocity, often 
with fear and anguish, but 
almost always with a tinge of 
humor. 

What is like to be gay in 
America today? To be a Jew? A 
Jewish gay? A Jewish gay who 
relishes the operas of the anti- 
Semitic Richard Wagner? 

In the section “Chocolate 
Operas of the Coral Reefs,” a 
comic masterpiece of hysteria. 
Mass wanders from one possi¬ 
bly anti-Semitic, homophobic 
encounter and thought to anoth¬ 
er. He asks, “How much of gay 
pom is ethnocentric and how lit¬ 
tle of that ethnocentricity is ever 
Jewish?” Have you ever won¬ 
dered how many Jewish pom 
stars have taken on Italian 
names? When have you ever 
jerked off to a Moshe? 

A quick trip to the cinema 
can be the cause of hours of 
anguish. Take Silence of the 
Lambs : “My paranoia fears, on 
the one hand, that a monolithic 
Hollywood run by Jews (I sound 
like Spike Lee and Leonard 
Jeffries) is intentionally foster¬ 
ing the scapegoating of gays 
(Does Spike Lee give a shit 
about gays and lesbians? Is 
Spike Lee gay?) by continuously 
perpetrating the myth of gender 
identity confusion as the cause 
of murderous psychosis, to say 
nothing of the gross fag-baiting 
that still goes on in so many 
Hollywood films. Although 
there have been a few homosex¬ 
ual, lesbian and bisexual killers 
in history, I know of none who 
were what we would call a trans¬ 
vestite or transsexual.” 

In the huge West Village 
apartment he shares with lover 
author Amie Kantrowitz, a few 
cats and nibbling fish, Mass was 
exhilarated that he was finally 
chatting about a completed text 
that was selling out at least at 
Manhattan’s A Different Light. 
“You know I didn’t write this 
book with a purpose. There’s 
that old cliche: A book is like a 
pregnancy. This certainly was 
the case with this work.... It was 
my story, and the only way I 
could live was to get the thing 
out. It has taken ten years.” 

With a decade to sort through 
40-plus years of life, it’s hard to 
imagine what was left on the 
sidelines, especially when you 
read such admissions as “When 
I was growing up, I knew that I 
didn’t want to be who I was 
underneath - a Jew boy who 
wanted to dress up in girls’ 
clothes - and I also knew I did¬ 
n’t want to be like my father, 
who was so much more critical 
and punitive than my mother.” 

Mom had her moments, 
though. “I was jerking off in my 
bedroom in front of the closet 
door mirror, observing myself 
as I inserted a discarded lipstick 
case in and out of my anus, not 
realizing that my mother could 
see directly in from the garden. 
Suddenly there was that pierc¬ 
ing scream: 'Max, do you know 
what your son is doing?’ ” 

Total exposure 

Placing the fabric of his life 


out in public is “terrifying,” 
Mass admits. “I’m a full-time 
person working as a physician. 
I have a wonderful job that I 
deeply care about, working 
with a lot of different col¬ 
leagues, and I’m totally expos¬ 
ing myself in this book. ... It’s 
not fiction. It’s an autobiogra¬ 
phy. It’s scary.” 

And it’s a revelation that 
scrapes the veneer off Germans 
without a sense of humor like 
former Hitlerjugend Dietrich 
Fischer-Dieskau (“It’s the ones 
who don’t laugh very much who 
put other people into ovens. You 
don’t have to worry about peo¬ 
ple who can laugh at them¬ 
selves”), closeted classical 
music critics. Opera News, ex- 
lovers, past tricks, Lauren 
Hutton and S&M. 

Over a diet root beer. Mass 
notes, “There’s a lot of swastika 
imagery in the leather world, but 
most of it is not overt. There are 
these gray areas, and there are a 


lot of people crossing the 
boundaries in ways that are 
inappropriate. For example, two 
people might be into a scene 
involving swastikas, and where 
that’s consensual, that’s their 
business. Not anyone else’s. But 
in San Francisco, there were a 
couple of instances of people 
wearing swastikas to public 
events, and there I think it’s 
troubling.” 

In the foreword to 
Confessions, Dr. Gottfried 
Wagner, Wagner’s great-grand¬ 
son, writes: “The physician, gay 
activist and pioneering writer 
on AIDS was confronted, 
through the spread of the epi¬ 
demic, not only with his identi¬ 
ty as a gay man but also with his 
own internalized anti-Semitism. 
In doing so, he underwent, as he 
explains: ‘a metamorphosis 
from an unconscious 
masochism to becoming easily 
suspicious and never confident 
of my impressions in a society 


that was consis¬ 
tently telling me I 
was either wrong 
or overacting, 
i.e., paranoid.’ ” 
On the final page 
of the book, 
Mass writes: “I 
was on my way 
home.” Home is 
a healthy, sane 
mental retreat 
where every¬ 
day fears can 
be left at the 
door. This 

journey to 
peace is one 
heck of a trek, 
but believe 
me, it’s one 
worth taking.
